She 
resided here for many years and is 
well known to a large circle of Win- 
chester people 

She was one of the 33 volunteer 
motor drivers in France attached to 
the A. F. F. i- . W , all of whom paid 
rheir own expenses, and for whom 
the privilege of aiding in relieving 
suffering in France was ample re- 
ward for the r services. 

Their work was to till emergency 
calls from French hospitals for ma- 
terials of all kinds, and their motor 
ears were Kept busy day and night. 
The drivers wen- subjected to bomb- 
ing by airplanes to the gunfire of the 
enemy an i to all the difficulties en- 
countered by the motor vehicles dur- 
ing the war. They had to avoid 
shellholes in the roads, to rush swift- 
ly past danger spot- where snipers 
Aero active, and to "hey all the mili- 
tary rules In fact, the workers of

One may 
winter for years iti a city apartmen' I 
without meeting a plumber, but hardly 
without reading a good many humor- 
ous trifles about them in current li - 
erature; and my idea of this crafts 
man had been insidiously formed by 
the minor humorists. Summer, in my 
experience, had been a plumberies? 

period, in which water flowed fi k 

through the pipes of my house and 
gushed obligingly from faucets at 
the touch of a finger, It was like an ■ 
invisible brook: and. like a brook. I 
thought of it (if I thought of it at all) 1 
as going on forever Nothing worse ! 
happened than a leak at the faucet. 
And when that happens I can fix it 
myself. All it. needs is a now washer. 

I run down cellar and turn off the 
water. I run up from the cellar and 
take off the faucet. I put in the new- 
washer, which is like a vevv fat 
leather ring for a very thin finger, 
an. I screw on the faucet I run down 
collar, turn on the water, run up from 
the cellar, and look at the faucet. It 
still leaks. So I run down cellar turn ] 
Off the water, run up from the cellar, 
take off the faucet, make some sliirht 
alterations in the sr/e. shape, or posi- 
tion of the washer, put en the faucet, 
run down cellar, turn on the water 
run up from the cellar, and look at 
the faucet If it still leaks (as it is 
rather to he expected I. I repeat BS 
before: and if it then leaks (as is 
more than likely 1. I run down cellar, 
turn off the water, run up from the 
cellar, take off the faucet, make some 
slight alteration in the size shape, or 
position of the washer, put on the 
faucet, run down cellar, turn on the 
'water, run Up from the cellar, and 
look at the faucet Perhaps it leaks 
more Perhaps it leaks less. So I run 
down cellar ami turn off the water 
- and rim up from the cellar and 
take off the faucet Then, talking 

aloud to myself, I take out the new 
washer, throw it on the floor stamp 
on it. kick it out of the wav. put in a 
newer washer, put on the faucet, run 
down cellar, turn on the water, run 
up from the cdlar. and look at 'he | 
faucet If (and (hi-- may happen) it 
still leaks I make queer, inarticulate, 
animal noises; but run down cellar, 
turn off the water, run up from the 
cellar, and take off the faucet. Then 
I monkey a little with the washer 
(still making those queer animal 
noises), put on the faucet, run down 
cellar, turn on the water run up from 
the cellar, and look at the faucet 
Sooner or later the faucet always stops 
leaking. It is a mere matter of ad- 
justing the washer; any handy man 
can do it with a little patience, 

Winter in the country is the time 
and place to tret acquainted with the 
plumber. And I would have you re- 
member, even in that morning hour 
when the ordinary life of your home 
has stopped in dismay, and then gone 
limping toward breakfast with the 
help of buckets of water generously 1 
loaned you by your nearest neighbor, 

rarely, if ever, does he carry his 
generosity so far as to help carry the 
buckets, that because of this honest 
soul in overalls winter has lost the 
terrors which it held for your great- 
grandfather, 

Revisit your library, and note what 
the chroniclers of the past thought 
.•'.bout winter- -"this cousin to Death, 
father to sickness, and brother to oil 
age" (as Thomas Pekkor bitterly 
called it: and well would your great- 
grandfather have agreed with himL 
when "the first word that a wench 
speaks on your coming into a room 
in the morning is 'Prithee send for 
some faggots,' " It is had enough 
when (to adapt Pekker's sixteenth- 
century phraseology) the first word 
that a wench speaks on your coming 
into a room in the morning i -.. "Pri- 
thee send for a plumber" — but how 
seldom it happens! And because we 
can send for a plumber, our attitude 
toward winter is joyfully changed for 
the better; lovely autumn is no longer 
regarded as melancholy because win- 
ter is coming, nor backward spring 
esteemed beyond criticism because 
winter is over.

The most nervous and conscientious 
plumber. I tell you, must at intervals 
appear to an observevr unacquainted 
with the art and mystery of plumb- 
ery, to he proceeding in a leisurely 
and perhaps idle fashion. The most 
methodical and conscientious man, 
plumber or not, will occasionally for- 
get something, and hawe to go back 
fro it. The most self-resnecting and 
conscientious minor humorist, after he 
has exhausted his witty invention 
making a joke on a plumber, will try- 
to seell it for the highest possible 

nrice, And if I, for example am a 
little proud of my ability, greater than 
the plumber's, to write an essay, now 
shall I accuse him of arrogance if he 
is a little proud of his ability, greatei 
than mine, to accomplish 'he more 
necessary feat of thawing a frozen 
water-pipe?

always did in the tl'.Hh. We left there j 
at 2.. '10 n. m. and su< h a happy croud 
you never laid eyes on. Why? Be-! 
cause it was our first move on our j 
journey toward home. It was a. bright 
sunshiny day with a sharp wind blow- 
ing from ine northwest, but, do you 
suppose we minded the wind; not on 
your life; we were leaving the battle- 
scarred hills and fields With home 
sweet home as our uiiTmate destina- 
tion. We sang songs the greater part 
of the way. We arrived at an old 
German rail-head about live-thirty. 
The moon was just piping over the 
hills in the east and as the sun had 
been down just about two hours, it 
was real cold. The first thing we 
did was to build a good big campfire. 
The fourteen of us in the truck. 
Larry being one, all got a big arm- 
ful of Wood, enough to last all night 
-U ! Then we ate a cold supper of "bully 
beef" ami hard-tack, but even that 
tasted gooil for we were on our way 
home. After supper was over. Larry 
and I made our bunk for the 
night. We made it right on the 
frozen ground with our feet near the 
fire. We got our first impression of ! Pvt. Perciva 
being nearer to civilization when a | Battery F. - : 
U. S. A. engine came by tooting it's 
whistle. Well we slept good and when 
we woke up, there was a white frost 
all over us. The tire was still burn- 
ing and we got as close to it ns we 
could without standing in the ashes. 
We stayed around there all the morn- 
ing enjoying ourselves as best we 
could. The thing that looked the best 
to me that morning was the U. S. A. 
nurses around there. We hadn't seen 
a single member of the female sex 
for two months and it did seem 
mighty good, especially real American 
women at that. 

We cooked a hot breakfast over our 
fire and that helped to warm us up a 
good deal. We got a lot of rockets, 
signals, etc.. and opened them up to 
get the different colored parachutes 
that hold the signals and planes in 
the air. Some were red, white and 
blue and others were yellow. We 
took them with us when we moved at 
11.30 a. m., and let them fly out be- 
hind. 

The Germans had blown the rail- 
• road track every few yards so that 
it will take quite a little work to re- 
I pair it. 

I We moved into the village of Ro- 
! magne. where we are now at noon, 
j If you have a map, look for the town 
of Beaufort, our last position near 
Stenay on the Meuse river, north of 
Verdun, We have got a tine little 
room for eight of us, and, as usual 
I've been elected cook. There is a 
stove, plenty of stools, a table, a fire- 
place and eight, hunks. I made fish 
cakes for our first meal her*, and to- 
night, I cooked up a big dish of French 
fried potatoes. I've just finished 
slicing up the bacon for breakfast 
and put the potatoes to soak. Sounds 
peculiar doesn't it Well the reason 
we have to soak them is that t hoy- 
are dried potatoes. I don't know 
whether you ever saw them or not but 
they arc in slices and tough as India 
rubber. I'm going to fry them for 
breakfast. I rather like cooking for 
a small crowd like this, hut cooking 
for a whole battery is pas bon. 
A f.dlow by the name' of Ralph Clark 
and I took a little walk this p. m. and 
got about 25 pounds of bacon. 
bushel of potatoes, a can of dried 
potatoes, a can of baking powder, 
some flour and sugar. I'm figuring on 
making gridle cakes for dinner to- 
morrow. There is only one trouble 
and that is I can't keep the fellows 
filled up. 

They told us we could tell where j 
we've been and what we've done so 
I'm going to tell you a little. I know ' 
that you would like to hear it all, but 
nothing doing. I'm going to keep 
part of it until I get home and then ! 
tell you. We left from a dock in N. 
Y. City on H. M. S. Mauretania and 
slid quietly out past the statue of | 
Liberty in the light of a beautiful 
moon. We landed in Liverpool eight 
days later and crossed England in a 
train to the tow*: ..f Romsey, near 
Winchester. We passed through Ox- 
ford on the way. From there we 
hiked to Southhampton, where we 
went aboard II. M. S. Antrim and 
dashed across the channel to I.e 
Harve. We stayed for two or three 
-days in an English rest camp just 
outside the city and then took an- 
other long train ride to Clermont- 
Fenand. It was there I left the 55th 
and went to the 1 1 Oth U. S. F. A. I 
joined them at Guerre, near Rennes, 
where I got all my training. We got 
our first tasts of the front at Toul, on 
the Lorraine front After two weeks 
there, with the 101st from home, we 
went into Alsace and took up our 
position only 6 kilometers from the 
Swiss border. After leaving there we 
went to Chateau Thierry and got into 
the drive at the beginning. We were 
there until after the capture of Fis- 
mes and I surely saw some hot times 
on that front. After leaving there we 
w-ent to a position between Soissons 
and Noyon, We were there for about. 



Verdun front and have been in, here 
for over two months. It lias tteen a 
terrible drive here and we hntve suf- 
fered a great deal from the Jory be- 
ginning bur I'll wait until 1 get home 
t . give you all the details for I want 
something; to tell them. I nave been 

with the 35th all li e time I've been on 
this front, joining them before tic 
drive started. They are on much 
heavier guns, 155 mm: long range 
r:tles. They lire about IS km. 

Th<.* weather has been perfect since 
the day of the armistice, not having a 
single rainy day. Before that day. we 
were lucky if we had two pleasant 
days a week, It begins to look more 
and more like winter every day. The 
ground is frozen, some pool- of water 
frozen. Tin re is a frost every morn- 
ing and we've h.nl one light snowfall. 
We can feel thankful that we've not 
got to tight them this winter though. 

Well dad., it is getting late and as 
Tve got breakfast to cook in the 
morning for eight hungry mouths, 
I'll have to quit and go to bed 

Wishing you and mother as we'd 
as the rest of the family a Merry 
Christmas and Happy New Year, and 
hoping to be with you soon after, as 
ever.

SAILOR'S LETTER

Bordeaux, France. 
December 10, I'd IS. 

Dear Mother: 

Perhaps you would like to hear a 
little about our disaster. It was 2.15 
in the morning of the 11th, when I 
was washed out of my bunk. As this 
was a common ordinary everyday 
occurrence, I just turned my mattress 
and closed the port hole. I was about 
to turn in the bunk again when port- 
hole and all came in and the force of 
the water put me out the door. Mv 
room mate was also washed out. We 
went down below to the seaman's 
j quarters and was told to go back ami 
see if we had any dry clothes to put 
I on and come down there to sleep. We 
j got back into the bunk room and had 
no sooner stepped in than we heard a 
I rumbling and scraping. The ship had 



gone on the rocks. We hunted for a 
life preserver and we could not find 
one. They were washed out of the 
bunk-room. Where we got ours I 
COUld not tell you. We started to 
cross the hatches to go up ami Iship. 1 
where the life boats were. There was ' 
three of us crossing the hatch at the 
same time. The first fellow was 
washed off the hatch and how he saved 
himself I don't know. The second ' 
fellow caught hold of the cable under 
the beam and the wave hit him and 
he kept swinging back and forth. I 
caught hold of the mast and held on 
while I was covered with water for 
about a minute. We got up amidship 
and found out it was plain suicide to 
launch a boat. We stayed up amid- 
ship for 13 hours, wet to the neck all 
tile time. 

We would just go from one room 
to another as the waves would break 
it down or else stand on .leek and 
watch the waves cover the whole ship 
up. I was on deck most of the time, 
holding onto a stanchion. I saw my 



buns-coom get picked up by a wave 
and get hurled into the sea. Another 
hit -t and I just could imagine I saw 
all my clothes go swimming about. 
My peacoat was in the yeoman's office 
arid a fellow found it floating down 
tlhs companion way and gave it to me 
The strongbneks on the hatches were 
Ouilt of steel and they were ripped 
.;tf and tied in knots. 

The CargOe Booms were «bout all 

inches in circumference and one wave 
broke the four of them on the after 
hatch as if you broke a match with 
your liigers The whale toiled about 
ti feet square made of iron was picked 
up and jlist smashed as a baby breaks 
a house made of blocks. The chart, 
house and pilot house were smashed 
and trie whole boat deck was ready to 
give way when we left the ship 

It took a week to load us with coal 
but the waves unloaded us m an hour 
arij a half. It was a pretty sight to 
s.H' the waves g-> pounding into the 
holds and shoot a column of coal 
about 30 feet in the air. 

We started to hail out the two re- 
maining life boats. The other four 
wore washed over tho side We all 
mustered in a life Ik .at with buckets, 
dippers, rain hats or anything that 
would hold water and started bail- 
ing. We would get it half bailed out 
and a big wave would till it up again. 

It was just a case of our strength 
lasting out. We got them half hailed 
out and put them over the side and 
then bailed the rest of the water out. 
53 men in two life boats. We never 
lost a man even saved two dogs. 

After Id hours we spent in that 
ship, you would sweat we were not 
white men for we were blue as a 
j sailor suit. Well, I save, I a sail of 
: underclothes and a peacoat and that, 
; is all the clothes I had. 

We were met by some Frenchmen 
! on shore and they gave US ( heir 
clothes, and wine, bread and cognac. 
Believe nic, I am not a drinking man. 
but I simply couldn't refuse, Wo 
were put on a French trawler and 
brought to an American tug, I got 
down in the engine room where it was 
warm. They forced wine and cognac 
upon us and gave us their clothes We 
had a swell feed on the American 
tug. We were put ashore, and landed 
at an American Hospital at midnight. 
They put us right to bed and swilled 
us full of cocoa. We were entered in 
the hooks with 36 hours exposure to 
ocean. 

Well, they got us cleaning the place 
up now. I will write often hut I can- 
not give yi.iu a permanent address yet. 
but expect to go to Cardiff, Wales 
I think you ought to send your mail 
G, L, Mclsaac, Yeo„ Base 29, Cardiff, 
Wales. 

I will dose now with the best of 
luck and will remain.

S. Packer Says In His lec- 
ture that the European Statesmen 
Have Forgotten i heir Agreement 
to the W il on Principles 

Last Sunday aiiernoon, at the 5 
o'clock \e.si.«.i service in the Church 
oi ine fcpipnaiiy, ucv, v» ,iti..ni s. 
Packer began it n«w aeries ol lectures 
on "what the t'uace Mawers ar«f 
righting About." Ln beginning his 
tatK he sain thai some nugnt consid- 
er his selected subject lor the flay, 
"Europe at the bargain < uunter," was 
a rather unsual theme for discussion 
in ine pulpit, hut he thought he 
would be luliy justitied in even cal- 
ling it, "Europe in tne Bargain Base- 
ment." All througn his talis he <ie- 
piured the situation now forming ia 
trance, which he thought led up to 
intentions on the part of the Kuro- 
pean p »wers to divine ihe. spoils rath- 
er Uian to make a pea :e that would 
be lasting and would assure the \sorid 
ireedom trom future wars, 

he sad. "Gen. froeh drew up such 
an armistice as wouid make it impos- 
sible for the Germans to break out 
again and try to resume a war which 
the allies had won by military success. 
When Germany signet! that armistice 
they expected that the Allies were 
going to conclude a peace based on 
certainly HI of the 14 principles that 
had been laid down by President Wil- 
son. '1 hey had a right to expect 
such a peace because before the date 
of signing the Allies in conference 
at Versailles had agreed to hi of the 
1 1 principles, reserving for discus- 
sion at the peace table the one in 
rt nee to freedom of the seas." 
'"i .ose 13 principles insured a clean 
in., .vith no division of spoils of 
, ,1- wnieh at the end of previous 
v. * hati esulted in the carving up 
oi ope. and to this intention the 
Alh ul'S i lied early in November. 
Now. ,ve can interpret clearly what 
is gon,.- on across the water, that 
agreement of the Allies fur a clean 
peace without spoils but to establish 
a Worl I "f democracy, free from fu- 
ture war.-, has become a 'mere scrap 
of paper.' 

"In the recent British elections 
Llyod George won such a victory that 
he has been swallowed up in it. The 
British Tory, always an imperialist, 
wants empire. The French, who for- 
merly gave every indication that 
with the evacuation by the Germans 
of all French territory and the return 
of Alsace-Lorraine, they had no fur- 
ther desire for territory, are now 
talking about adding to their repub- 
lic that part of the German Umpire 
on the west sole of the Rhine. Italy 
has already seriously violated the 
conditions of the armistice and has 
precipitated an enibarrasing situation 
with the Jugo Slavs. 

"Europe now wants to come out 
of the great war and make a peace 
not with clean hands but with hands 
dripping with spoils. Apparently 
they have ii"t learned the lesson of 
all other wars where sore spots were 
left that in the end precipitated mere 
troul !e. Imperialists appear m the 
saddle in Europe." 

"A strange thing, however, is hap- 
pening over there. President Wilson, 
who is on the ground, apparently has 
not trusted completely the ruling 
statesmen and seems to stand alone 
just now on his principles for a clean 
peace and an enduring one. He is 
appealing directly to the people in- 
stead of to the rulers of the other 
side. Evidently the people believe in 
his fundamentals for the peace con- 
ference and if the ruling statesmen 
do not sense the feeling of the peo- 
ple they may set the stage for seri- 
ous future trouble. This spirit of

plished by the making nnd filing for 
reference at all times, at convenient 
points in every civilized country on 
the globe, of complete identification 
raids, (including photographs, Ber- 
tillon measurements and finger-prints, 
together with the war record as far 
' ns ascertainable) of all Germans be- 
fore they nre allowed to leave their 
I 'utherland. 

Laws might also well be passed by 
this and other countries prohibiting 
all such persons from becoming citi- 
zens or residents unless they first 
satisfactorily establish the fact that 
they have taken no 4 iart whatever in 
starting the war or in the German 
outrages incident thereto and are 
: otherwise lit for such citizenship or 
resilience. 

This may seem like a very consid- 
erable task, but it is one which is en- 
! tirely feasible and which involves no 
real hardships or injustice to any 
Germans who are innocent of wrong- 
■ doing in connection with the war. 
It is merely a reasonable^ and fairly 
effective method of keeping tab on a 
people who have demonstrat 
yond all question that they are 
; menace to the peace and welfare 
the world.

Miss Grace Marie Stoddard passed 
away last Sunday evening, Jan. 5, 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs, C. R. 
Hartson, 40 Hillcrest Parkway. 

The funeral services were held at 
the Hartson home Tuesday last, but 
the interment is to be in Muskegon, 
Mich., which was for many years her 
home. 

She came with her father. 1 »r. John 
P. Stoddard to Winchester the latter 
part of last October, expecting to 
make this town their home with her 
cousins, Mr. and Mrs. Hartson. 

Miss Stoddard was born at Albion. 
Michigan, Sept. 5, 1873, hut spent 
less than ten years there moving to 
Muskegon. Afterwards with her pa- 
rents, she went to Deland. Florida, for 
a residence of nearly ten years, and 
from there went to Norwood. Mass., 
where she taught school, and prepare'! 
for her real life work, that of a librar- 
ian. To this end she attended Sim- 
mons College, and at the same time 
acted as assistant librarian in the 
Mass. Institute of Technology. 

In June 1904 she accepted the po- 
sition of librarian of the Missoula, 
Montana, Free Public Library, where 
she remaine I for fifteen year-, really 
c'oinsr her life work there. She took 
this library, a Carneeie Institution, 
at i's organization with no one assist- 
ing her, and saw it grow, and guided 
its development to a time when there 
were seven more assistant librari 'tis, 
and the institution had more than 
quadrepled in size and efficiency, and 
was serving not only the city of Mis- 
soula, but also the county of the same 
name. "hos area is greater than 
Rhode Island. 

She resigned her position in Mis- 
soula on the first day of last October 
for the purpose of being near her fa- 
ther who was to mate his home here 
with his niece. Mrs Hartson, and also 
because she wanted to live again near 
Boston, a city which she had learned 
to like when living in Norwood. 

Her mother died nearly three years 
ago, and as there were no cither chil- 
dren in the family, she felt that her 
father should have a better home than 
i he could make while discharging the 
exacting duties of a librarian, expect- 
ing when she was settled in the new 
home, she could and would continue 
'< her librarian work in New England. 
1 She had already found temporary em- 
: nloyment in the Free Public Library 
Commission at the State House. Bos- 
ton. This work wa<i very interesting 
to her, and she hoped that her tem- 
rmrarv work there would eventually 
lead to something more useful and 
permanent in the same line. 

She was always a diligent and con- 
scientious worker, a lovintr and help- 
ful daughter, and ready to do her 
s-hnre of the world's work.

Starting the 17th of < ictober we had 
been doing some awful tough fighting, 1 
.'oinir over the top, time and time 
again, sometimes holding and some- j 
times coming back to try again. Lay- 1 
ing in shell holes nights, eating now, 
and then, when the 10th of November j 
came around we were pretty well all 1 
in. Sunday, the 10th, we went over 1 
took a bit: hill and were holding that | 
niirht . Early the morning of the 11th 1 
we received orders to fall back. We j 
did so and moved over to a sector on 
our right to make a surprise attack 
there. On the way over, till along the | 
road the artillery men were saying 
they had orders to cease firing at 11 
o'clock. 

We couldn't believe it, we were so 
tired and hungry. We took up our 
positions in the trench and waited 
At ten o'clock the artillery started our 
barrage, a terntfic one, too, so we 
helping care for | thought sure we would iro over stronir. 
The entire third I We waited there, crouching in the 
trench waiting for our signal to start 
when at five minutes of eleven every- 
thing went as quiet as a church. We 
waited breathlessly expecting any 
minute the Germans to open up. 

Then our captain came and told us 
all hostilities were to cease. We 
could hardly believe it. but at last we 
realized it must be all over and we 
took it quietly, simply shaking hamlr 
with each other and then sat there 
exhausted, waiting for the next move 
We stayed in the trenches that 
niirht, but it was a different night 
than we ever spent before. We pitched 
tents, had our camp fires and walked 
around without our helmets or <ra-„ 
masks, in plain view of the Dutch- 
men. 

It was a wonderful experience. All 
night long the sky was light with all 
kinds of rockets, everyone was send- 
ing them up away back of the lines. 
All lights in the cities were allowed 
to show the first time in four years. 
Automobiles showed their lights, ev- 
erything was natural again. It was 
a wonderful night.

There is another relation than that 
between a man and the world in which 
he lives namely, that between him 
and his fellows Out of that, relation 
is born the whole social order which 
is quite as important as the physical 
universe, Nor is it enough to know 
something "f the science of society 
as an organism one niiusl know it 
experimentally and historically. This I 
involves a knowledge of human 
nature, since society is hardly more 
than organized bun, an nature. Man 
and his soul and spirit are as im- 
portant a 1 - the force- that are sup- 
posed to govern and control their' 
action Life itself is a force and not 
a mere product of forces. It is, there 
fore, in all its phases, worthy of the 
Study of an intelligent being.

to think about and excite- 
ment that it is hard to sleep, It has 
all come so suddenly and is so com 
plete that we can scarcely yel ap- 
preciate what it means. In the first 
place, we are no longer prisoners; 
there are guards outside the wire, 
but they are only a precaution to keep 
order and perhaps to prevent an at- 
tempt to steal lied Cross food. Armed 
sailors quietly took control first of the 
railroad station in town, then of the 
barracks across the street and the 
ramp here 

The German officers have been 
stripped of their insignia of rank and 
all officers and men have removed t lit' 
imperial insignia from their caps. The 
only changes that affect us are only 
one roll call a day; no more censor- 
ship of mail and more freedom on our 
"Word of honor walks." 

The Germans realize that their best 
hopes lie in Wilson and America — 
tiny are grateful and will do every- 
thing possible to get us back quickly 
and without unfavorable reports. 

The whole camp, meanwhile is all 
stirred up and at a high tension It 
is hard to ren I or do anything, It is 
almost impossible to foresee what will 
happen to us, when we get back to 
France and almost as hard to decide 
•what we want it to be. I had al- 
most decided that 1 shouldn't want to 
fly again when yesterday a German 
Halberstadt came over -did some 
very fine stunting directly overhead 
and landed right outside the fence 
most of the livers went wild with en- 
thusiasm. It is the same about Ket- 
ting back home; I am crazy to get 
hack yet the opportunity to see de- 
vastated France, the different fronts 
and the occupied territory is some- 
thing that ought not to be missed. 
Then there are the 2000 German 
planes to be turned over and which 
I am most anxious to see and perhaps 

fly. 

On the other hand, it might be 
possible to get back by February, take 
half courses and graduate with the 
class, which would be fine unless none 
of the old crowd did the same thing. 
Thus, with our unexpected return to 
freedom at hand, we have much to 
think about The completeness of the 
victory has lessened the disappoint- 
ment of not having played a greater 
part.

Our trip was the best ever 
It. took us nine days to make the trip 
from N V. The betting was 20 to 1 
that we wouldn't arrive because it 
was the last of three boats they 
wanted to get but we didn't even sight 
a "U." At Brest, we went to a rest 
camp, one of Napoleon's old training 
quarters to rest a week, hut it proved 
to be a week of hard labor at the 
docks. Hi re also we were furnished 
with tlie necessary articles of war and 
the dope was that we would train 



twice we stopped for hot coffee We 
finally landed in the outskirts of the 
Metz Sector and to our surprise we 
hiked all night, joining our several 
companies in the early morning some- 
where behind the battle line. The 
next day was spent in preparation for 
the coming battle. That night we 
spent in the woods already for the 
Boche. at 1 o'clock midnight Uncle 
Sam's big naval gun- started thunder, 
ing their messages to Kaiser Bill's 
forces.

A FORCEFUL LECTURE 

Delivered in the Town Hal!, Win- 
chester, on Tuesday Evening by 
Virgil o. Strickler, C.S.B., 
Christian Scientist 



An audience exceptional in char- 
acter as well as in size assembled in 
the Town Mall on Tuesday evening, 
to hear Virgil 0.

Mr. Strickler in his lecture said: | 
As it becomes more generally un- i 
derstood that through the ministry of 
Christian Science people are being j 
healed of sickness, sin, unhappiness, ' 
worry, fear, and other discordant con- l 
ditions, there is an ever-increasing 
desire upon the part of the general 
public to learn how these results are ' 
accomplished.

There is only one truth about any 
subject, although there may be many 
• erroneous beliefs about it. This is as 
true of religious subjects as of others. 
If one believes erroneously as to what 
is the law he will not be a safe 
Sawyer, nor will he be an efficient 
engineer if his beliefs concerning the 
rules of mathematics are faulty. In 
each case erroneous beliefs must l*» 
displaced by positive knowledge be- 
fore correct results can be attained. 

Every one will recognize not only 
the desirability, but the necessity, of 
exchanging false and erroneous be- 
liefs about religious matters for pos- 
itive truth. In no other way can he 
prow spiritually. Spiritual truth is the

Many considered that the Ger- 
man officers should have got together 
and manned one or two of the battle- | 
ships and gone out to tight and gone 
down with their ships even if the sail- 
ors were in revolt, rather than sur- 
render so meekly and tamely as they , 
have done. This abject surrender on 
the part of the German Navy is a 
terrible blow to tho prestige of Ger- 
many, %S it shows their true charac- 
ter in a most remarkable way. 

Now that the war is practically 
over we have many more battles to 
endure, in some respects battles as 
dangerous and difficult as those the 
war has brought. Tho problem of re- 
construction and reconstitution of 
Europe and the resumption of trade 
and the adjustment of the delicate 
balances of international finance and 
amortization of the terrific debts, are 
all problems of the most serious and 
far-reaching character which will re- 
quire the greatest ability to properly 
administer. 

All the American boys in England 
are being rapidly packed up and 
shipped back homo, and it will not be 
long before the era of the American 
Army in England will be a thing ol 
the past.

Edmund C. Sanderson Lost Case 
Against Town Recently Tried 



the live minute regulation apply t.. 
certain hours only within the twenty- 
four. With this change, and in view 
of the language of the Court, in tin- 
cases I have cited, I do not think the 
rule Would be open to attack at all I 
make this as a suggestion only, and 
if you want to iro up ofl the traffic 
rule as it now stands.

On the fourth question the Court 
ruled us follows:

The recent case of the Town of Win- 
chester vs Edmund C. Sanderson, to 
try out the traffic rules in the centre 
has been decided against Mr Sander 
son. Winchester residents are famil- 
iar with the rules .and it was with 
the intention of testing them that Mr. 
Sanderson had his case tried at Wo- 
burn last month. 

The following letter from Town 
Counsel Roland II. Sherman to the 
Board of Selectmen gives the result 
of the findings in the case by the 
court : 



January 21, 1919. 
Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Mass. 

Gentlemen:— 

In answer to your request as to 
what has been done in the case of 
Commonwealth vs Sanderson, I beg 
leave to report as follows: 

The case was tried on December 
24th, 1918. The Counsel for Mr. 
Sanderson raised three questions:— 

1st. — That the automobile was not 
within seventy (70) feet of the inter- 
section of Main and Mt. Vernon 
streets, and claimed that the seventy 
feet measurement should be taken 
from the center of Mt. Vernon street 
rather than from the southeasterly 
side line of its intersection with Main 
street. 

2nd.— Mr. Sanderson testified that 
his machine was not all in front of 
the post upon which the sign was 
erected. 

3rd.— That the traffic regulation 
was an unreasonable one and there- 
fore, the Court should say that it was 
an illegal one. 

4th.- That the traffic rule was not 
legal because it had not been ap- 
proved by the Highway Commission, 

The Court ruled on the first ques- 
tion in the following words: — 

"I am satisfied that the measure- 
ment of 70 feet from Mt. Vernon 
street should be taken from the south- 
erly side line of its intersection with 
the easterly side line of Main street, 
although the traffic rule does not say 
that in explicit terms " 

On the second question the Court 
rules as follows: — 

"I find, on all the evidence, that 
the Commonwealth established the 
fact beyond reasonable doubt, that the 
defendant's truck was within" the 70 
feet on the day in question." 

On the third question the Court 
said: — 

"As to .the reasonableness of the 
traffic rule which reasonableness, it 
seems to me, is the r»nly vulnerable 
point in the government's case I have 
concluded that the dictum in the ease 
of Commonwealth vs Robertson ."th. 
Cushing, 412. and the reasoning 

of the Court in the case of Common- 
wealth vs Mulhall, 102 Mass 496 4!>*. 
justify me in refusing to hold that the 
regulation is unreasonable. At the 
same time, I should feel more certain 
of the decision of the Supreme Court, 
in case this case ever got to it. if the 
traffic rule was so amended as to make 



think 
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On Saturday. January 1th.. the 
Court found the defendant guilty. 
The defendant notified the Court that 
he did not desire to appeal the case, 
whereupon the Court with my assenl 
placed the ease on tile. 

I recommend that your Board 
amend said traffic rule and all others 
which limit the time to the minutes, 
by making said rules apply only dur- 
ing the busy hours of the day, from 
8.00 a. in. to 6.00 p. m.. inclusive, if 
those are the congested hours. 

You will see by the report of these 
proceedings that Mr. Sanderson had 
a full, fair and complete trial anil op- 
portunity to test the legality of the 
traffic rules passed by our Board, but 
that after being found guilty, he did 
not care to go further by appeal in 
testing the question, and that thor<- 
was no animus on the part of the 
Town of Winchester because I was 
perfectly willing that the case should 
be filed and Ho fine or other sentence 
be imposed that would give Mr. San- 
derson a criminal record. 

There was no evidence introduced 
by the defendant that these traffic 
regulations were violated by members 
of vour Board or any other Town 
Official.

DISEASE 



January 22. 1919.

The meeting was attended by 
over a thousand of America's ablest 
Health Officials and it was hoped that 
a working plan for combatting the 
disease would he formulated. Al- 
though the meeting was largely given 1 
over to papers and discussions on In- 
fluenza, the meeting adjourned with- 
out coming to any definite conclu- 
sions as to the best way to check the 
epidemic. One paper was read by 
Matthias Nicholl, Jr.. M. D.. Deputy 
Commissioner of Health of New York 
State that I believe would interest the 
readers of the STAR and I am going 
to quote from it quite freely. The 
paper is entitled. "What We Really 
Know About the Epidemic," Dr. Nic- 
holl said among other things: 

"It has seemed to me desirable after 
having listened to the discussion on 
the epidemic of influenza for the past 
two days. — to sum up briefly what is j 
definitely known regarding so called 
influenza at the present moment — 
What then is definitely known about 
so called influenza at the preseni 
time? 

1 That an epidemic of an unknown 
disease recently invade 1 this country 
and that it still prevails in local epi- 
demics and sporadic form. 

2 That the general mortality 
caused by this unknown disease has 
never been equaled in the country as 
a whole. 

That this unknown disease kills 
by secondary pneumonia, usually of n 
peculiar broncho-pneumonia. type and 
due to a variety of organisms, in- 
cluding probably the so called influen- 
za bacillus. 

4 That the uncomplicated disease 
causes a marked leucopaenia, to- 
gether with a profound toxaemia, with 
a tendency toward the production of 
hemorrhage. 

o That the age of susceptibility to 
this unknown disease is that of vount? 
adult life. 

That among pregnant women it 
is especially fatal. 

7 That those who go to hed and re- 
main there, even with ordinary nurs- 
ing care until at least a week after 
the establishment of full convales- 
cence, will in the lartre majority of 
cases recover. 

s That strict quarantine of groups 
of people has frenuently been success- 
ful in keeping out the disease. 

All other fundamental statements 
and observations regarding this dis- 
ease are, to the best of my knowledge, 
conjectural, and not a single observa- 
tion other than those stated, how- ' 



ever eminent the observer, but has 
been negatived by the results obtained 
by equally eminent observers. 

Schools, churches and movies have 

been closed with more or less regu- 
larity throughout ti e stale, depending 
on the judgment of the local health 
officer with what result it is no! pos- 
sible to determine at the present time 
The use nf masks has been fairly com- 
mon, with what results it is not pos- 
sible at the preseni time to state. 

Il seems to me that it behooves all 
of us iii public health work to keep 
our heads, acknowledge our ignorance, 
preserve our patience, and pray that 
some one of the great army of re- 
search workers throughout the world, 
happily removed from the tumult and 
shouting of unsubstantiated observa- 
tions, will before long be able lo en- 
lighten US as to the cause of this dis- 
ease, and later devise specific methods 
for its control for in no other way 
does it appear that the health officials 
of the state and nation can be res 
cued from their present condition of 
utter helplessness in the face of future 
epidem ics." 

I wish to make but two comments 
on the above quotations: First, I want 
to call attention to the frequent use of 
the word "unknown." Until recently 
we supposed that the epidemic wa- 
what we have heretofore called "Crip" 
but it seems to have been demon- 
strated that the causative agent is not 
the influenza bacillus. Second, Dr. 
Nicholl states that strict quarantine 
of groups of people has frequently 
kept out the disease. I want to ex- 
plain that this kind of quarantine is 
one that our people know very little 
about. It means absolute isolation 
from the rest of the world. 

In a way it is humiliating to have 
to confess such complete ignorance 
upon so vital a subject but it is hon- 
est atnl my nineteen years' observa- 
tion as a health official ha- taught me 
that assuming a knowledge one does 
not possess is, in the average Ameri- 
can community, a pretty dangerous 
game to play.

It is understood ti nt the Metr ipoli- 
tan Park Commission is verv favor-

Tbe need and suffering throughout 
all Hussla was so ureat at the time 
the Association was established that 
It was a problem to find where the 
money would help the greatest num- 
ber of people.

In passing sentence. Judge Du- 
buque said: "Men of this type have 
the barefaced, blustering spirit of 
the brigand. A man who will hold 
up a person with a gun and then 
shoot him, has the spirit of murder 
in his heart. Robbery of this type 
is next to murder in the criminal cal- 
endar. A man who will use a weap- 
on to obtain money from another per- 
son and deprive him of something 
that will cause privation to himself 
or his family, is a dangerous charac- 
ter to be at large. I cannot in any 
way consider probation for these 
young men. I should refuse to ac- 
cept such a thing from the govern- 
ment, even if they offered it. Men 
of this type are loafers at heart. They 
will not work. They prefer to live 
by their wits and desire a life of 
Case. If these men were older. I 
should give them the maximum pen- 
alty in State's Prison Rut because 
of their youth, I shall not do this. 
If I gave them probation. I should 
feel that I had been derelict in my 
dntv, which is to protect the public. 
There may be many cases which 
come before me in which I shall he 
lenient, hut hold-up men and auto 
thieves had better beware, for I shall 
have a heart of steel when such cases 
come before me."

Benjamin t-ianklin. whose picture 
adorns fhe 1311* or Franklin issue of 
War Savings Sumps, receives unique 
recognition from the country which 
gave him birth and which he. in 'urn. 
helped to make a nation 

Born in Boston on January 17, two 
t.undre.1 and thirteen >ears .-to. he 
began his career at the age of ten in 
his fathers trade of tallow chandler 
and snan boiler DiBSattsfled, he 
latpr bt .ime an apprentice in his 
brother's printing office and such was 
his character that he quickly rose to 
an influential position and subsequent- 
ly became one of the most illustrious 
figures of all times. 

He not only amassed wealth 
through wise spending, sane saving 
and secure Investment, but saved 
limp to stive himself a complete edu- 
cation developing his gifts to the ut- 
most as a writer, philosopher, scien- 
tist and statesman. He founded the 
Philadelphia library, the American 
Philosophical Society and the I'nl- 
▼Pinlty of Pennsylvania; he discov- 
ered that lightning Is a discharge of 
electricity: he was Postmaster of 
Philadelphia and later on Deputy 
Postmaster General of the British j 
Colonies in America; a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence and Min- 
later Plenlnotentlary from the I'uited 
States to France. All this when 
therp were no typewriters, no tele- 
phones and few facilities for travel- 
ing. 

Franklin always ascribed his 
achievements to careful saving and 
spending of money, of time, of en- 
ergy A great part of hts writings 
were devoted to the happiness and 
other benefits resulting from thrift, 
and he took pains to make clear the 
distinction between miserliness and 
sane saving. Just as he did the dif- 
ference between leisure and laziness. 

In Franklin's day the almanac was 
the most popular form of literature, 
and for many years Franklin %as the 
author of an almanac signed by one 
Richard Saunders, in which informa- 
tion regarding the weather, etc., was 
mfngled with wisdom emanating from 
"Poor Richard " These Mayings are 
familiar to every American. 

For Instance, "Poor Richard" said. 
"Time is money. Ixjst time is never 
found again. He that waits upon 
fortune is never sure of a dinner. 
Dook before or you'll find yourself be- 
hind Bpware of small expenses; a 
small leak will sink a great ship " 

So, on Franklin's birthday anniver- 
sary, the United States pays to Ita

stition or false religious belief. Thus 
the human mind is renewed by the de- 
struction of erroneous and sinful j 
mental qualities, and the substitu 
tion in their place of qualities that in- 
here in the Mind of the Master. 

As this renewing process goes on, 
mickness, suffering, and discordant 
conditions begin to disappear, and 
when it is finished, and every mortal 
thought has I i brought into sub- 
jection to Christ, then man will be 
transformed from a sinning, suffer- j 
inir mortal into a state of peace and 
harmony.

It will thus be seen that Christian 
Science healing in every case is spir- 
itual, and results from the operation !

action of one human mind upon an- 
other. n<>r from human will, nor from 
hypnotism, nor from mental suir- ! 
gest ion. 

To summarize the matter in a sin- j 
glo sentence, it can be said that 
Christian Science healing is accom- 
plished through the activity of right 
thinking and right living, and in no ' 
other way can one demonstrate the 
Principle that heals.

As the disciples walked up and

they began to understan i for the first 
time that divine Love is a (equate to 
meet every human need, and that 
Jesus has come to teach the way 
whereby every one might learn how 
to prove it. 

Some of the disciples seemed to 
grasp this truth and the manner of 
its demonstration very slowly, but to 
them all there finally tame a time 
when Jesus considered that they had 
made sufficient progress to prove it 
for themselves.

second centuries. Moses and the 
prophets also healed the sick and 
raised the deal and did many other 
wonderful works in demonstration of 
the |ower of Spirit to meet human 
needs, and the Ol I Testament is filled 
with such instances. 

It will thus be seen thai the knowl- 
edge of spiritual truth, and the meth- 
od of it - applicati m to deliver people 
from sickness, sin, and every kind of 
evil bun. an condition ha- reappeared 
upon the earth at many times, and it 
is claimed for Christian Science that 
it is the reappearance in our own 
generation of the understanding of 
the same spiritual law that- was 
known and understood in part by 
Mo e- and the phrophets, and which 
was perfcct.lv understood and demon" 
strated by Jesus, and by him taught 
to his disciples. There is no mystery 
about it. and the result- produced by 
Christian Science are the results 
which have always followed, and 
must nece.s.-arily follow, from the ap- 
prehension and demons; rat ion of 
spiritual truth.

Mr-. Eddy's Discovery 

Mrs. Eddy is actnowlc Iged to be 
the Discoverer and Kounded of Chris- 
tin Science, and many people ask 
what it i- that she has discovered. In 
reply it can be said that she has 
discovered the law of Spirit which is 
spiritual truth. 

In the material realm many mate- 
rial laws have been discovered. Sir 
Isaac Newton, for instance, observed 
the movements of material bodies, 
and conceived the idea that such 

movement- were governed by a 

law which he afterwards discovered 
and named the law uf gravitation, 
This law cannot be seen with the 
physical eyes, but its existence can 
be proved in other ways. Likewise, 
Marconi gained the idea that another 
law existed, and he said that if he 
could discover it he would be al le to 
transmit messages by its agency 
from one part of the earth to an- 
other without any material wires. 
That law has always existed and has 
always operated, but it was not until 
it was discovered that it became 
available for human Use. It cannot 
be seen by the human eye, but any- 
one may now learn how to Utilize it. 

In much the same way there was 
born in the conscv.usness of Mrs. 
!£ddy the idea that there exists a law 
of Spirit. She had observed that 
sometimes great suffering and dis- 
tress were produced by material laws, 
and that even whole communities were 
devastated and destroyed by their 
• pe rat ion, hence she came to the con- 
clus'( n that u God w ho possesses in- 
finite wisdom and goodness could not 
operate through laws that produce 
both good and evil, She. therefore, 
came to the conclusion that God 
governing Hi children and Hi- uni- 
verse through spiritual laws and not 
thr< ugh hi it( rial laws. 

Mrs. Eddy also studied the miracles 
in the did and New Testaments, and

nt s nnd -in and every evil human 
conditicn the same as then. 

This i,!( i i row and expanded in her I 
consciousness until it became the im- 
pelling motivi of her entire life. In 
the year lit'Ui she discovered the law 
of Spirit, and named n Christian 
Science After waiting nine years, 
during which time she subjected the 
Principle that she had discovered to 
the bti ulest practical tests in heal- 
ing Mel ness and other forms ol" hu- 
man diheord. she published a state- 
ment of Christian Science in a book 
which -he entitled "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures." 
Thi« book is now everywhere recog- 
nized as the only text-book of Chris- 
tian Science. A great religious move- 
ment has fennel around its teach- 
ings, which in one generation has 
girdled the earth with its churches. 
The spread , f Christian Science has 
been j hciiomenal. and its growth has 
resulted from healing. Every adher- 
ent of Chr stian Science has actually 
been healed of some sickness, disease 
or sinful appetite, and most of them 
have been healed of many such ven- 
ditions. These facts are easily veri- 
fied, and are worthy of v. ry serious 
consideration, 

Spiritual Law 

Mrs I ddy discovered the law of 
Spirit as truly as Sir Isaac Newton 
! discovered the law of gravitation, 
and this fact should he thoroughly 
understi od. Just as Newton discov- 
ered that the movements of materia' 
bodies are regulated and governed

discovered the Principle that governs 
the entire universe, including every 
detail in the lives of men. That su- 
preme, creative, governing, omnipres- 
ent Mind or Principle is God. the 
or.cy ca ise, the only creator, the only 
Rui.'r of man and the universe. 

When we watch water flowing over 
the land we see that without hesita- 
tion or delay it always selects the low 
places. Ail fresh water is continu- 
ally striving to reach the sea. where 
it will be at rest. In choosing its 
course it measures the topography of 
the ground more accurately and more 
quickly than the engine r could do 
with his instruments. No embodied 
mind is present to tell it where to go 
but there is an unerring, invisible law 
everywhere present directing its 
movement, and always guidjng it in 
the true course. 

If such perfect law exists to guide 
ill - water in its movement toward the 
sea, how much more certain it is that 
equally perfect spiritual law exist - 
tn vole the footsteps of.tired and 
discouraged human beings out of the i 
wilderness of sickness, failure and 
sin into the kingdom of peace. 

Th.- Bible t. II- us that such a law 
exists and is operating for our bene- j 
fit. In Psalm xxxvii, 2.1 we read. "The 
step- of a " .od man are ordered by 
tiie Lord." Again, in Romans viii, 28,1 
"Al! things work together for good to 
them that love (iod." and in Romans 
viii, J, "For the law of the Spirit of 
life in Christ Jesus hath made me 
five I rom the law of sin and death." 

V- hat a sense of security comes to I 
one when lie realizes that there is j 
really a law of good operating that 
will guide his footsteps a- truly a- tile | 
law of gravitation guides the water. 
And what a sen e of i eace comes from ■ 
th.. assurance that there i.- an infinite 
overruling Mind that governs every- 
thing in the universe from the least , 
to the greatest. an I causes "all' 
things to work together for good." 

In each case, ho wever, a condition 
i- attached. One must desire to be al 
good man. and must live Cod, other- 
wise the law of good does not operate 
Cor him. To attain goodness, one must 1 
think and live as nearly a- he can in 
accordance with spiritual truth; one's 
motive.- and aim - must be honest, and 
hi- desires unselfish, In this way the 
connection is established between his 
consciousness and the law. and then 
the law operates through him and in 
hi - behalf. It' he is an evil man. that 
is. ii he thinks and lives erroneously, 
such wronp thinking and living sep- 
arate his consciousness from the law 
of irood, so that the law cannot then 
nuide his footsteps or' make every- 
thing work together for good for him. 

Source of Coed and Evd 

Outside of ( hristian Science very 
few people have ever reasoned out 

the question to their own satisfaeti m 
as to where cool and evil com,, from, 
ii nd still fewer have even a satisfac- 
tory theory as to how goo. I may be 
.-■••cured oi evil avoided in actual hu- 
man i x perience. 

All throiiuh the centuries there ha 

be.n a widespread belief that g 1 

and • • v 11 coine as the result of luck or 
chance, but this belief is necessarily 
incorect. Among all polytheists, or 
tho-.e who believe in many gods, there 
i- the belief that some of the god 
send good and that others send evil, 
and they seek to propitiate the latter 
by sacrifices and rites, believing that 
in this way alone they can escape 
from evil. 

Among monotheists, or those who 
believe there is but one (!od. there is 
the belief that the one Cod creates 

and sends both g 1 an I evil. This 

belief, however, involves so many 
impossible contradictions that it has 
led actually to the belief in the exist- 
ence of an evil being called "devil." 
who is supposed to create and send 
evil. Thus to escape the belief that 
God sends both good and evil, those 
who call themselves monotheists are 
really polytheists. for they actually 
believe in a Cod of good, and in an 
evil power, or devil, This in turn 
makes it necessary for them to de- 
termine in belief the sphere of activ- 
ity am! the relative power of each. 
Since the Ilil le declares, however, 
that Cod is omnipotent, that i<. that 
He has all power, monotheists have 
come generally to bflieve that such 
power as the devil is supposed to pos- 
sess has been conferred upon him bv 
Cod, and that Cod permits the dev il 
to send evil in the form .of sickness, 
sorrow, sin, and death, to afflict and 
destroy human beings, 

Without going further into the mat- 
ter than merely to state the case, it 
will thus be seen that there i- much 
confusion of belief among Christians 
and otJier monotheists concerning the 
nature and origin of both good and 
evil and as to what causes their ac- 
tivity in human experience, and until 
this is corrected by positive know- 
ledge it will bo impossible to deal 
with the subject intelligently, or to 
think .about it accurately. 

Christian Science shows that all 
good comes to man from Cod 
through the operation of Hi- law-, 
and that evil originates in the hu- 
man carnal mind, which is "enmity 
against God." Evil is not an entity. 
It has no kingdom and no 1 ing. It 
has no mind, no p-esence. and no laws, 
The only power it can ever exercise 
is what it derives from human belief 
in it. an I human acceptance of it. 

Since Cod is infinite good He ha< 
knowledee of good and of nothing 
else. He could not possibly have 
knowledge of ev il, for evil does not 
exist in the spiritual universe, and it 
is really the only universe. The seem- 
ing existence of evil is in the carnal 
mind. It ha- been well -aid that if 
every one would quit sinning there 
would ' e no more sin. A< human 
consciousness i* evangelized by truth 
an I love, sin disappears. 

There is no such thing a< an angry 
("od waiting to smite you for sin. tot 
God has no knowledge of sin in any 
form, His law is against sin, yet the 
punishment for or of sin is by sin. 
and When the sin i-- destroyed and 
put away out of the human mind, the 
puni-hment stops, hut as long as the 
- ; n remains it will whip and punish 
the sinner. 

Thus the forgiveness of sin consists 
in the destruction of sin. and the sin 
exists nowhere but in the carnal 
human mind. The belief that Col 
pardons «in merely because you ask 
Him to do so, Without turning from 



the sin yourself and putting it away 
from you. is foolish self-deception. 

People ask how God can destroy 
sin when He knows nothing of sin 
and does not even know that it exists. 
The answer is plain. He destroys it 
just ns the sun de-troys the darkness 
which it never sees. When the light 
appears the darkness disappears. 
Good and evil cannot mingle any 
more than light and darkness can 
mingle. One vanishes before the 
other. 
Man 

Sooper or later every one must 
barn the truth about man. When 
'•tie asks himself, who is man'.' what 
is he? where does he come from? i- 
he spiritual, or is he materia!'.' many 
channels for thought are opened. 
Upon the correct answer to these 
questions will depend the solution of 
every human problem. 

Every one has read the two differ- 
ing accounts, of creation in the Bible 
In the first chapter of Genesis we are 
oi l that (iod create I man in His 
own image, after His own likeness, 
and that He ma le him goo, I. In the 
second chapter of Genesis, however, 
ive find the allegorical account of how- 
God came to this earth, and made man 
out of the dust of the groun I. Then 
follows the story of Adam and Eve, 
and the garden of Eden. We als i 
read that a deep sleep fell upon Ad- 
am, and th' n 'hat -m appeared and 
brother murdered brother, and so, 
from that time until now. the man 
made of dust has been a sinner and 
has been at enmity against God. 

In view of all of this it becomes vi- 
tally important that we find out the 
truth about man Was man made in 
the image and likeness of Cod, and 
hence created a spiritual being, or 
was he made out of the dust of the 

ground as a material being? 

Christian Science accepts the first 
account of the creation as true, and 
insists that nuui is spiritual, nnd not 
material. This makes it necessary for 
Christian Science to explain how it 
is possible for man to be wholly spir- 
itual when we seem to see him .as 
flesh and blood with our actual phys- 
ical eves. Christian Science does 
this, and makes it perfectly clear by 
showing that the material man i- 
nothing more or less than the carnal 
mind's fal-o concept of man. 

The carnal mind is entirely mate- 
rial, hence, it "is enmity against 
God," because God i- spirit and Spir- 
it and matter are opposite, The car- 
nal mind is compos. .,1 uf the aggre- 
gated beliefs founded upon the testi- 
mony of the five physical sense-, 
which seii-es are wholly material, 
hence, the carnal mind being mate- 
rial cannot comprehend nor cognize 
the things of Spirit. 

It i- these material elements enter 
ing into the human mind that cause 
it to see everything as material and 
to think in terms of matter. By an 
inevitable reversal it reduces every- 
thing to the dead level of matter in 
order to comprehend it. 

It is due to this materiality that the 
human mind .lees ; . .< think of God i 
wholly as Spirit, and, therefore, in | 
"s materia' belief, it reverses the na 
lure and ehnracter of God, and con- j 
' e ' Him into a material man. Like- i 
" ' .'. because of th : s -aire material 

t>es not | 



consciousness except the spiritualized 
thought, he would not then see his 
fellow man as material, but would see 
him for what he really is. namely, the 
perfect spiritual child of God. 

1-rom the foregoing consideration

Matter 

Since the materia! man is only the 
earn; I in nd'- mis-concept of man. 
it follows that matter has no entity 
and is iri every case nothing but ma- 
terial thought objectified. Christian 
Sen n, e shows that "There is no life 
truth, intelligence, nor substance in 
matter," Science and Health, page 
408, line- 9 and 10, and that, "Mattel 
has no sensation," ibid., -is.".. •;. Ev- 
erything in the objective world, which 
appears to human sense '.s matter, 
is merely the visible manifestation of 
material thought, forme 1 in the ma- 
terial or carnal mind, and cognized 
by the physical senses as a mater a! 
thing. If these statements eoncern- 
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think of the kingdom of God as a 
spiritual state of consciousness, 
which Jesus tie, lured "is within you," 
and transforms it in belief into a 
material place somewhere in the skv 
v th trappings of material splendor 
such as one Would expect to find in 
'he palaces of men. 

Since the human mind is prevented 
by its own materiality from compre- 
hending God as Spirit and the king- 
dom of heaven as a spiritual state of 
consciousness, it is equally prevented 
from thinking of man as spiritual. By 
reason of the same inevitable rover- 
saj it thinks of man a- material, ami 
hence sees him as such. 

The Adam-Man 

But no matter how sincerely people 
may believe that Coil is a magnified 
man, seated upon a material throne, 
and havinc a material habitation in a 
material place called heaven, such be- 
lief does not make it true. God is 
Snirit, and His universe is wholly 
spiritual. There is not one material 
element in Him nor in anything that 
He created. He did no* create mat- 
ter !c any form, nor did He create a 
i .oerial man. Cod created every- 
thing spiritually and not materially, 
and the only kind of man created by 
Him is the perfect spiritual man. 
made in His own image .and likeness, 
precisely as described in the first 
chapter of Genesis. 

The Adam-man is not the image of 
Cod. and in the second account of the 
creation in the second chapter of 
Genesis it is nowhere stated that the 
Adam-man was made in God's im- 
age and likeness, or that he was made 
perfect. Those statements are to be 
foun I in the first chapter, and are 
use I in relation to the real man. But 
•n suite of this, people have gone 
■ in believing that the Bible taught 
that Adam was made in God'- image. 

Christian Science is the only sys 
tem of teaching that I know anything 
about that even makes an attempt t - 
explain the difference between man 
and the Adam-man. and it does ex- 
plain it and makes the fact perfect!' 

plain, by pointing out, as has already 
been sai. ! that the Adam-man is mere- 
ly the ''aNo, mater'al mis-concept o" 
man. It is as though one were to 
link through green eyeglasses. As 
long as he did s everything would 
appear to be green. If he were t • 
try to remove the green from an 
object, he could n it do so. for the 
reason that the green was n t in the 
object. thou"h appearing to be there, 
but was in the lens through which he 
looked at it. The only thing neces- 
•a-y for him to do in order to trans- 
li u the entire grpen universe back 
•n'o norma! aspect would be mere- 
ly to tak" off the irreen lenses. 

In precisely the same way the ma- 
terial universe and material man are 
translated back ir.to the spiritual, 
where in fact they have always been, 
by merely taking off the material 
eye-glasses through which we have 
looked at them. If it were conceivable 
that one could now rid himself of 
every material element in his men- 
tality, anil of every sin and faise be- 
lief, so that nothing remained in his 



a glance that they will explain many 
phenomena in human experience 
which hitherto have been unexplain- 
able. That they are true i- now 
settled absolutely and conclusively 
a.- will be seen. 

When Mrs. Eddy first made the dis 
covery that matter in every form has 
no intelligence, life, sensation, or 
substance, but is merely the faNe 
mental concept of the material or car 
nal mind, her statements were no! ac- 
cepted a- true by physical scientists. 
They declared that matter wa- real 
ubstance, They asserted that overv 
ject, whether it be a star, a flower, 
a rock, or the human body, was com- 
posed of atoms brought together ai d 
held together under varying condi- 
tions, and that the atom was mate- 
rial. Hence, they said that since ! he 
starting point of matter was the ma- 
terial atom, matter must of nc essity 
be substance. 

Mrs. Eddy took no pains s. defend 
her statements upon the subject, she 
had «een t lie truth about it and, 
knowing that it was the truth, sin- 
was quite content to let the state- 
ment of her discovery go into con- 
sciousness, well knowing that in the 
end the truth would prevail. It is most 
interesting, therefore. to observe 
what hns taken place since then 
Within recent years a physical scien- 
tist discovered that the atom is no' 
the starting-point" of matter, an I 
that the atom is itself composed of 
electrons. When asked to sta'e the 
nature and character of the electron, 
he -aid that it was energy, which i- 
not material •ubstance. Sin-, 'hen 
the physicists have come out frankly 
and fairly and now say » l "it any in- 
quiry concerning the nature and char- 
acter of the electron should be*" re 
ferred to the metaphysician, ai d that 
the whole subject belongs to the do- 
nuvn of metaphysics ami not physics. 

The far reaching effect of this' is at 
once apparent, for it frankly admits 
that 'he starting-point of mutter is 
not material, but mental.

The importance of this cannot be 
overestimated. All -in. disease, ami 
death come from the belief of life, 
intelligence, sensation, and substance 
in matti r. If it be true, and it now 
seems to be settled, that there is no 
life in matter, that it has no -onsa- 
tion or intelligence, ami i- not sub- 
stance, then it follows that all mate- 
rial theories concerning disease, and 
the method of -o!vinL r all human 
problems, will have to be changed 
from a material to a spirtual basis. 
If matter i- itself merely a thing of 
thought object ilied, it follows that 
disease in whatever form, is also 
merely the objectification of diseased 
beliefs upon the human body, and 
that such beliefs originate in the car- 
nal mind, and not in the body, but 
are manifested on the body only after 
they are formulated in the material 
or carnal mind. If this be true, and 
it is true beyond all possible ques- 
tion, it then follows that the correct 
way to treat disease is not through 
matter, nor by giving material reme- 
dies and drugs to the body, but by 
destroying the image- of disease out 
of the human mind. 

Every one must pee at a glance that 
disease is not it-elf an entity, It has 
no mind, intelligence, volition, nor 
presence. Disease N neither self- 
created nor wa- it created bv (iod. It 
originates in the first instance in the 
carnal human mind in the form of 
d'seased thought, and i- then objec- 
tified o-i the body by the material be- 
liefs of that same carnal mind.

Theodore P. Wilson passed away a 
his home on Wilson street on Satur- 
day afternoon aftei an illness of a 
week.

Theodore Price Wilson founder, 
editor and publisher of the Winches- 
ter STAR, was bom in Boston, \u- 
tru.st 14, 1851, son of Alexander W. 
and Samulina (Monroe) Wilson. His 
parents were both natives of Paisley. 
Scotland. His education was ac- 
quired in the public schools at South 
Boston (to which place his parents 
moved during his boyhoodl which he 
attended until he reached the age of 
fourteen, when he went into the com- ■ 
posing room of the Boston livening 1 
Traveler to learn the printer-- trade. 
Here he worked under the eye of his 
father, an experienced printer who 
had been many years connected with 
the Traveler office (the entire service 
of the latter in that office covering 
forty years following his previous 
experience in Scotland). Mr. Wil- 
son's apprenticeship was thorough, 
and BU.bseqUv.itly he arose through 
♦'the iari-,1. stage? to the position of 
assistant foreman, which he held for 
a long period. 

In 1880, after nearly a quarter cen- 
tury of continuous service with tin- 
Traveler, he came to this town and 
built the house where he resided until 
his death. In the same year he 
founded the Winchester ST A R, and 
had the distinction of printing the 
first newspaper issued in this town. 
Previous to that time Winchester de- 
pended for its news upon a depart- 
ment printed in a Stoneham paper. 
His first office was in the Miller Block 
at the river on Mt Vernon street, 

where he occupied the top floor. This 

building not being built to accom- 
modate the machinery incidental to 
the opening of a job department he 

moved his office into a building then 
standing at the corner of Mt. Vernon 
street and Converse place, open- 
ing also a stationery and periodi- 
cal s,ore. After some ten years he 
again moved into larger and more 
modern quarters across the street j n 
the newly remodeled Lyceum Build- 
ing. In 1913 In- purchased property 
on Church street and the following 
year commenced the erection of the 
modern building which now houses 
tin- STAR moving into it in April, 
rough perseverance and 
ird work he early succeeded in plac- 
ing the STAR in' the front rank of 
Suburban Journals, which position it 
has retained for many years. 

He was for twelve years connected 
with the State Militia, a member of 
Company K F'irst Regiment, First 
Lieutenant for three years 1873-74-

Association a former president, of the 
Massachusetts Pros-: Association and 
a member of the New England Su- 
burban Press Association He was 
for many years a member of the 
Calumet Club and was a member of 
the Board of Directors of the Home 
for Aged People, being the last sur- 
viving member of the original board.

struction Necessary Today," to a con- 
gregation which tilled the church au- 
ditorium. The church was decorated 
with flat's of the Allied Nations and 
the piilpit was adorned with flowers 
and draped with the American flan. 

At the opening of the service. Rev. 
L. G. Wilson, who has been acting as 
minister of the church during the 
absence of Mr. Metcalf in France de- 
livered the address of welcome on 1*- 
half of the members of the parish. 
The choir, with Mme. Wilhelmina Cal- 
vert, the soprano soloist, as leader, 
sane "We Have Kept the Home Fires 
Burning Until You Came Home," ami 
other patriotic and home songs. The 
members of the Sunday School took 
part in the service ami the members 
of the parish and friends of Mr. Met- 
calf, 

In his sermon Rev. Mr Metcalf 
touched briefly on his experiences and 
observations while in France and em- 
phasized the necessity of Christian 
reconstruction along the lines of na- 
tional anil international policy. Speak- 
ing of President Wilson and his plan 
for a league of Nations Mr. Metcalf 
said: 

"President Wilson is fiuhtintr for 
the ideals of la^tinsr peace. He rep- 
resents America and American ideals. 
He is America to the irreat mass of 
the Knt'lish and the French people 
except the old band of British Tories. 
I am perfectly certain that Woodrow 
Wilson is more popular than Lloyd 
George was in Enirland and Cleman- 
ceau in France, judging from the 
reception he received from the Eng- 
lish and the French people, as well a 
from the comment I have heard from 
these same people. 

"Now is; the time to support Presi- 
dent Wilson and his work for the 
ideal of a League of Nations. Our 
soldiers from America went into this 
great war with the spirit and feeling 
that the war was being fought as 'a 
war against war.' President Wilson 
is now bending every energy to real- 
ize the ideal of our American soldiers 
that it was 'a war acainst war ' " 

After the services Rev. Mr. Metcalf 
held an informal reception with the 
members of the cone-relation for over 
half an hour.

It matters not if the day 
be clear as a hell, or raining pitch- 
forks. It matters not if it he a bright ' 
moonlight night or as dark as the in- 
side of an undershirt pocket. It mat- 
ters not if the day he 105 111 the shade 
or TH degrees below zero. It matters 
not what condition of time, weather, 
or anything else, you arc apt to hear 
the whoo dang of the tire alarm, tell- 
ing you something has started and 
help is wanted. 

No man can say that because we 
ha 1 only seventy or eighty alarms last 
year, we may not have two or three 
hundred this year. 

A few year.- ago tins winter I don't 
believe there was a week hut what we 
were turned out one or more nights 
to an alarm. This condition may hap- 
pen again this year. There has been 

nothing 'lone or can he done that will 
insure this town or any other town 
against the liability of having fires, 
Therefore it is not fair to quote what 
we had last year or the year before 
and expect it to be a criterion of what 
we may have this year or next.

The year that hit- just closed, af 
fee ted profoundly as it has been by 
the war, has witnessed many changes 
in our school organization and pro 
gram. 

During the past year there have 
been fourteen resignations of teacher ; 
and nine requests for leave of absence 
that have been granted, while nine- 
teen new teachers have been elected 
and nine transfers have been made. 
The loss "f a large number of teach- 
ers has been an experience which 
Winchester has shared with many 
ot her towns and cit ies. 

This loss of teachers has been es- 
pecially felt in the supervising force. 
The following positions have been 
made vacant : 

Superintendent of Schools, 
Supervisor of Home Gardens, 
One elementary School Principal, 
Two Supervisors of Physical Train- 
ing, 

Supervisor of Music, 

Head of the Household Arts De- 
partment, 

Head of the Science Department. 

A large proportion of new teachers 
ami supervisors has made the problem 
of organization and supervision es- 
pecially difficult. In fact, the short- 
age of teachers has been general and 
so acute that it has been only by a 
narrow margin that Winchester has 
escaped a serious impairment of 
school efficiency and it was only 
owing to our being able to pay some- 
what higher salaries than some other 
communities that we were able to till 
positions made vacant with teachers 
of the Winchester standard of ability. 

The key to the situation, of course, 
is found in the one word, salaries.

Alfred Hemenway, former presi- 
dent of the Boston Bar Association, 
presented the memorial. Addresses 
were made by former President Taft. 
former Governor Samuel W. McCall, 
Robert W. Morse, Judge Wait and 
Thomas W. Proctor, Samuel I.. Pow- 
ers and Justice Braley, who received 
the memorial for the court. 

Hon. Samuel W. McCall of this 
town, a close friend of Mr. Elder's for 
many years, spoke as follows in pay- 
ing tribute to his departed friend:

Some one once said that the ideals 
of suffragists and of anti-suffragists 
were as far apart as the two poles 
• of the earth; and the way in which 
certain words arc used by each, would 
seem to substantiate that statement 
. to a certain degree. 

We all know that suffragists are 
asking lor the ballot in the name id' 
"justice;'* but to the anti-suffrage 
mind, "justice" means "impartiality, 
giving to eneh and every one his or 
her duel, and when many individuals 
■ oi differing ideas are to be treated 
as a unit, it is the wishes or ideas of 
tin' "majority" that should be con- 
sidered. Thi' late Gov. Curtis Guild, 
said, in tils judicial wisdom, that the 
only "fair" way to decide the ques- 
tion of woman suffrage was to allow- 
not only every woman, hut also every 
man. of voting age and qualification, 
vote on the question, and to abide by 
the decision of the majority of the 
whole number of citizens; and to the 
anti-suffrage mind, tins seems "jus- 
tice", pure and simple. 

Again "patriotism" to the suffrage 
mind seems to mean service to one's 
country for the -ako of a reward; 
whereas th,. ant i-suff rage's idea of 
"patriotism" is that she should, in 
times of need, serve her country to 
the limit "f her ability, with no 
thought of reward, and even with 
the menace of an undesirod and un- 
deserved burden being laid upon her 
as the outcome. 

The ideal "womanhood," too. is to 
the anti-suffragist, not the woman 
who aspires to add to her own du- 
ties those of men, but the woman, 
who, as Kate Douglas Wiggin so 
well puts it, "is willing to keep a 
little in the back-ground." trusting 
the protection of life and property — 
the object of government— to her fa- 
ther, brother, husband, -on an. I de- 
Voting herself, When her family du- 
ties allow it. to the social, education- 
al, philantropic work she can do so 
much better than men and in which 
she feels her true development lies. 

Anti —suffragists have a creed 
adapted from an article by the late 
Octavia Hill, the noted English phil- 
anthropist: and from this creed I 
quote a few passages, with a slight 
change of diction to illustrate the 
anti-suffrage ideal of womanhood; 

"I believe that men and women 
help one another because they are 
different have different gifts, and dif- 
ferent spheres and that the world is 
made on the principle of mutual 
help. I believe that political pow- 
er, would militate against women's 
usefulness in the large held of pub- 
lic work in which they are now do- 
ing noble and helpful service. I be- 
lieve tihs service far more valuable 
than any voting power could pos- 
siblv be. 

"I believe there is enough of 
struggle for place and power, enoutrh 
of watching what is popular and will 
win votes, enough "f effort to secure 
majorities. If woman would temper 
this wild Struggle, let her strive to 
do her own womanly work more 
uteadily and earnestly and peace- 
fully"

(Continued from Page 1) 



On the ftrsl <>( December, the 
School Committee actinir with th»? ap- 
proval of the Finance Committee 
made increase in the salary schedule 
amonntinK to $5,000. Although this 
increase wob a relatively small one 
compare<l with tin; much greater in- 
crease in tic costs of living, it en- 
abled us to retain a number of otir 
teachers who had received offers to 
go elsewhere at a higher salary and 
promises to relieve to a limited ex- 
tent the economic disadvantages urvler 
winch our teachers work, Whether 
the salaries we pay at present will 
(•nahle us long to hold our position 
is problematical, depending somewhat 
on the tendency of prices t'. rise or 
fall. 

Hut this question is larger than 
tint merely .,f securing teachers for 
our own local scchools, Our ability 
I... si-cure teachers of desirable per- 
sonality and training is dependent not 
Only upon our ability to pay but upon 
the general supply of teachers avail- 
able and their quality, Whether or 
not. we can secure desirable teachers 
depends upon the supply of teachers 
to be had, and the supply depends up- 
on i lie number and the qualifications 
of those entering the profession. In 
ties particular Winchester has a duty 
to perform by setting the example of 
paying adequate teachers' salaries. 
The schools can never he safe from in- 
competency until the teaching profes- 
sion is made attractive enough to 

draw to it teachers who have the 
ability 1 1 make it efficient. 

War worl. in the schools has been 
rained mi with unabated vigor; di- 
rectly and indirectly, teachers and 
pupils have done 'heir share in the 
many activities of war support. They 
have given their time and their 
thought and their money liberally. A 
book could he writ l en on war activ- 
ities in the schools. As much as pos- 
sible this work has been made truly 

educative and teachers have not for- 
gotten to emphasize the permanent 
lessons these activities have taught. 
Especially has this been true in the 
War Savings Stamp Campaign. Our 
work has also included work for the 
Fuel Administration, for the Food 
Administration and the raising of 
War Gardens. 

Oti account of the shortage of fuel, 
the School Committee, at the request 
of the Kind Hoard, decided to (dose 
the open window and screened win- 
dow rooms for the year. The reason 
for this was that these rooms were 
requiring con derably more find than 
ordinary school rooms. Whether these 
rooms are re opened under former 
conditions or not, the lessons to be 
learned from them in the way of heat- 
ing and ventilating should lot be lost, 
but applied generally throughout the 
schools, Children ate able to do bet- 
ter work, are healthier and happier 
when working in a lower temperature 
necessary for health and comfort.

Under the war motive there has de- 
veloped in the community and in the 
schools a spirit of unity before un- 
known. This spirit of unity is a na- 
tional asset that it will be a misfor- 
tune to lose. If it could he preserved 
and utilized in achieving the ends of 
peace rather than those of war it 
would make up in part for the de- 
struction and losses of the war. It 
is for us now to turn our attention 
resolutely to the problems of recon- 
struction. As the school adjusted its 
program to meet the problems of the 
war, so must it adjust its program to 
meet the problems of reconstruction. 
Buildings 

Our school system is characterized 
by small schools distributed rather un- 
evenly throughout the town. These 
schools were built as occasion seemed 
to demand from year to year without 
regard to any definite plan. They 
constitute a rural rather than an ur- 
ban type of school organization. At 
the same time the destiny of popula- 
tion in Winchester and the school 
population are about the same as 
found in the better residential sections 
of cities. For purposes of school or- 
ganization, Winchester is a small city. 

Plate I. shows the location and size 
of our elementary schools. It also 
shows the progress of pupils from

Table I shows the character of our 
buildings. From this it will be seen 
that, with the exception of the Wad- 
Ieigh School, they are all wooden 
structures of a type that has served 
its usefulness and will probably never 
be duplicated. They may be char- 
re terized in somewhat the same way 
:i at the French railways have been 
characterize!: "poor, but usable."' 
The fact that the location and char- 
acter of our school buildings does not 
conform t • a modern plat) is, of 
course, no criticism on the town. 
School buildings of a similar type 
are quite common 
communities. The 
are costly to kee) 
to heat and diffkul 
there are, in ad . 
going, other considerations sue! 
lire hazard, lighting, sanitation that 
render them inferior to buildings con- 
structed according to the more recent 
requirements of good school archi- 
tecture. What has been said, how- 
ever, does not imply any criticism of 
the upkeep of these buildings. This 
has been looked after as carefully and 
as successfully as has been possible 
under the circumstances. They are in 
about as good condition as could be 
expected. 

It may confidently be expected that 
in the period of reconstruction follow- 
ing the war. population and school 
attendance will rapidly increase. 
Winchester as a residential town, will 
appeal even more than it has in the 
past to those who seek desirable 
homes for their children. While the 
town would probably not wish to 
abandon these buildings at once, it 
certainly is time to plan for housing 
along modern lines. It is certain 
, that Winchester would not want to 



lose the oppertunity to move in the 
right direction in this matter, while 
he is progressing so finely in other 
matters of civic improvements. In 
order tn replace the present out-of- 
date buildings with modern struc- 
tures, would it not be wise to work 
out a comprehensive plan? 

Plate II. shows a in , r ,, idea! dis- 
tribution of elementary schools. With 
such a distribution, practically all 
PUpils would attend the same school 
through the first six grades, and only 
in exceptional cases would pu: lis be 
required to walk farther than at pres- 
ent. The seventh and eighth grades 
would naturally be consolidated in 
the Wadleigh budding, as a! present, 
offering a line opportunity for the 
working out of a Junior High School 
organization in the lower grades, re- 
ducing expense and increasing effi- 
ciency.

The house as proposed will he a 
frame building 20.\'JH feet, witli an 
ell 5 x 18 feet. Either side of the 
mam building are two walled yards. 
The building will he of stucco on 
wire lath, with roof of green slate, 
presenting a most attractive appear- 
ance. 

The two walled yards on the sides 
are each 28x44 feet, the dressing 
rooms being grouped along the walls, 
with the centre spaces left open to 
the sun ami air. The construction of 
the yard walls will he as described 
for the main building. 

The yards may easily be enlarged 
as indicated if a demand for larger 
accommodations should arise, without 
making any changes in the main 
building and without marring the ex- 
terior effect. 

The estimated cost of constructing 
the hath house as planned will he 
$5000, and the cost of constructing a 
suitable beach and approach to 
hath house is estimated at $1000.

At the present time there is hut 
one man on the eligible list, and with- 
out proper inducements it will be 
difficult for the town to secure men 
unless the voters decide to pay some- 
thing hit- what the job is worth. 

The Finance Committee has agreed 
to an increase in the appropriation 
for the police department, and the 
voters should hack them up and add 
a little to it. At the present time the 
patrolmen are paid $!.°>00 per yea-.

An Appeal from Miss Carolyn 
Smiley 

In the midst of general rejoicing 
over the end of the war. it seems un- 
gracious to speak of anything else, 
but what can we do in the face of 
terrible distress caused bv famine and 
pestilence? The facts are as fol- 
lows : 

In September came the pestilence, 
called variously Spanish fever, influ- 
enza or grippe. Our cities and our 
villages were filled with processions 
of mourners carrying their dead to 
burial or to burning. Traffic ceased 
on the roads, the mails were not de- 
livered, business as a whole came a 
standstill. Whole villages lav flat 
on their backs. A lonely traveller 
told of stopping to get a drink of 
water at a village. He knocked at 
house after house; the only reply he 
got was, "We are all sick here' and 
have no water fi t- ourselves, much 
less for you." When the pestilence 
had gone, the survivors were weak 
and unable to work. Many had died 
because they could get no food. Those 
win. were left alive were threatened

The Journal of Education 
says: "The bills accompanying Un- 
report of the Recess Commission 
carry a program of educational re 
vision the most radical and far-reach- 
ing ever proposed in the State. 
There are about twenty of these bills 
covering many phases of educational 
administrat ion. 

Commissioner Smith i- one of t in- 
most pleasing and effective speak- 
ers on educational subjects in New 
England. He is never dry nor heavy, 
but always concrete, practical and in- 
teresting. During the past war. he 
lias been serving as a member of the 
ftommittee appointed by the National 
Education Association to draft a bill 
to establish a national Department 
of Education at Washington with a 
cabinet officer at i;s head. Such a bill 
has been drafted and is awaiting the 
action of Congress at present. The 
importance of this bill carrying, as it 
does, a program of educational re- 
organization for the nation has the 
same relation-hip to national educa- 
tional interests that the re-eonstruc- 
tion of our state educational system 
has to state educational interests 
With both programs Commissioner 
Smith is perfectly familiar.

again. 

To what happier use could this left- 
over material be put than just this 
form of relief now presented? What 
greater opportunity could there be to 
serve for those who learned the 
beauty of service when the guns were 
roaring? Sometimes in the past, in 
the enthusiasm of their patriotic en- 
ergy, women workers have said that 
they diil not want to knit for refu- 
gees; that they wanted to knit for 
soldiers. Whatever reason there may 
have been in such declarations hereto- 
fore, it certainly has not existence 
now; for there is no need whatever 
for additional soldiers' garments, • 
while there is need so great that it 
can not be exagerated for all the 
garments than can he = upnlied for 
hundreds of thousands— millions, of 
unfortunate human beings in other | 
lands.

For a number of years men and 
women have l»on laboring to build 
up in this country a social gospel 
order in which "thou shalt" and "thou 
sbalt no!" should have no place. Only 
a day or two ago a well known \\ in- 
chest'er gentleman was heard to re- 
mark that people should be allowed 
to direct their lives as they chose, 
without any thought of the effect of 
their action on others, or on Society. 
The doctrine, though proclaimed in 
the name of social science, is anti- 
social in the extreme. It is curious 
that it should be championed by the 
more radical socialist-, since it is the 
rankest and wildest individualism, 
There is no relation into which a man 
ran enter that does not impose obli- 
gations, and if he is to be loyal to the 

relation he can not treat any obli- 
gations as a "scrap of paper." All 
ran see that when Germany repudi- 
cated her treaty engagements, she 
won a certain sort of freedom the 
freedom "to do as she liked," — but 
she affronted the conscience of man- 
kind, and made it impossible for 
other nations to have any relations 
with her except those of war. 

So it is with those individuals who 
refuse to be bound by those restraints 
imposed by Society, or by the laws 
of God and man. There is a great 
social principle enshrined in the 
Apostle's words: "AD of you be sub- 
tained desires such is the true doc- 
ject one to another, and be clothed 
with humility, for Hod resisteth the 
proud and giveth grace to the 
humble." "Subject one to another" 
and not to the uncontrolled, undis- 
ciplined individual will, or to sus- 
certain desires such is the true doc- 
trine. Only so can there be uny help- 
ful co operation in the life of a com- 
munity A mitd was not far wrong 
when he said. ''Life is the apprentice- 
ship to progressive renunciation, to 
the steady diminitlon of our iloiins. 
of our hopes, of our powers of our 
liberty- 



man's work shall be made manifest; 
for the day shall declare it, because it 
shall be revealed by lire; and the 
lire shall try every man's work of 
what sort it is." There is, as is be- 
coming clear, much in our life that 
will not "abide." Our colleges would 
do well to give careful attention to 
their sociological departments. 



It is as important to keep the life 
of Winchester clean, and sweet and 
strong, as it is to save the nation. 
Men ought to be "subject one to 
another" at all times. Civic and do- 
mestic obligations are no less .-acred 
than military obligations, The ques- 
tion is still one of loyalty. Those 
are the safest, guides and the best 
teachers who exalt this great vir- 
tue. The man in whose soul is no 
loyalty is dangerous as well as "fool- 
ish." He is almost certain to be a 
liar, either in word or deed. 

There is no way of getting rid of 
the burden of life if one cares to 
call it a burden. Those who seek to 
escape it invariably make shipwreck 
id' their character, and of their hap- 
piness. There is a g I deal to he 

said for the beaten path. Something 
like order must be maintained if man 
is to make any real progress. The 
ability to work in harness is no mean 
one. The world owes nothing to 
those people who have consciously- 
striven to be "original." But it owes 
a great deal t > the patient, humble 
workers, who stick to their task, and 
are not ashamed to be called "con- 
ventional." They are, after all, the 
freest of men, since they do not use 
their "liberty for a cloak of malicious- 
ness, but as the servants of God," and 
the servants of men. If it were not 
for these there Would be no society- 
left — and no possibility of it — for 
supposedly wise men to study and 
speculate about. So ue should be 
free from the law, and not "under 
grace."

We are 
asked to believe that sin is mere 
"folly," and that the offender is sim- 
ply "foolish," whereas sin is trea- 
son against God and man. ami the 
wilful sinner is a traitor to his fel- 
low men. 

What we need is a social gospel, 
that will work and save in stormy 
as well as in calm times. There 
must be in morals, as well as in me- 
chanics, a "factor of safety." Men

Miss Spaulding, a teacher in the 
Brookline High School, has proposed 
the organization of a new High 
School league for public service. It 
will be a students' civic league or 
students' forum. The outline of the 
idea is set forth as follows: 

1. Purpose: To develop a realiza- 
tion of civic responsibility of the 
need of training for such responsi- 
bility, and of the dignity of study in 
the form of public service. 

2. Organization: Similar to that 
of a fraternity, each school having 
a chapter, whic h in turn will be re- 
sponsible to the Grand Council, which 
will be made up of representatives 
from the various chapters. 

3. Membership: The membership 
will be voluntary, and open to all 
high school students. 

4. Meetings: The meetings of 
the chapters will take place during 
school hours, once a fortnight or once 
a month as to be decided.

2. Addresses prepared by pupils on 
thesp or similar subjects, credit for 
this work to be given in the English 
or Civics, courses.

And at that time, my son was in a 
hospital recovering from a shell 
wound, having been through the fa- 
mous battles of t hat eau -Thierry and 
BclleaU Woo. I. He went hack to the 
lines if. preference to accepting a 
position which would have kept him 
behind the lines for the duration of 
the War 1 kept on with my small 
part The K of C. Drive and other 
War Work had to be carried on. And 
finally the Armistice was signed on 
November nth. and we paraded on 
November 12th. November 13th, I 
received word that my son had been 
killed in action.

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I shall not attempt to review on the 
German air raids against Paris, bat a | 
preliminary discussion of them is nec- 
essary in order to show the develop- 
ment of the French defense and why 
the greatest attempted raid by the 
Germans failed. 

In the earlier part of the war Zep- 
pelins. Fokkers and small planes, 
single or in small groups would make 
successful attacks, hut their tarrying 
capacity of bombs was limited and 1 
the latter were of necessity small. 
Vet they caused considerable loss of 
life and in a few cases destroyed a 
building or cafe. It was only too 
obvious that some effective protec- 
tion against the growing menace was 1 
needed. Aeroplanes were being built 
larger an 1 more powerful. Huge 
(iothas and Freidrickschafeus took 
the place of the smaller Fokkers and 
Runiplers. Moreover the mam pro- 
tectum of Paris at that time was 
machine guns mounted on high build- ' 
ings. the Eiffel Tower, and in motor | 
cars. The Ant i- Aire raft Cannon had; 
not yet been invented and crude at- 
tempts to tip up and employ field 
guns soon proved useless. 

It was in the latter part of 1917 at 
Chateau Amouville in Bel-Goncsse 
(8 miles from Paris) that a French 

Officer, Colonel I' invented the! 

methods and systems now used in the 
French and American Army. He 
founded a school, invented the semi- 
fixt auto-mount, and trailer-mount 
Anti-aircraft gun of 75 mm. caliber, 
and also constructed all the technical 
tire control apparatus, some of which 
is exceedingly complicated and ope 
rates electrically. Since no one in ti 
U, S. Army appreciated and under 
stood this new science a few Ameri- 
can officers were assigned to the 
school. I was fortunate to be in the j 
third class of '_'•"> men. 

Experimental work was made next i 
in Sound Ranging apparatus, since i 
at night airplanes in the clouds are 
practically impossible to locate with 
search lights and rarely till over- 
head. I saw a weird mass of equip- 
ment. Sound horns in various ar- 
rangements were tried -the English | 
adopted these,-— but the French and 
Americans both preferred the swing- 
ing parabaloids with the cotangent 
cam [dotting board These were com- 
plicated, but 2 or •". men could fairly I 
accurately center the parabaloid upon 
the origin of disturbance and place 
the search lights approximately upon 
the planes. The operators used ear 
pieces Which were connected by tubes 

t.. the accumulator at the focus of the 
parabaloid and turned the whole 
Work with hand gears till the sound 
waves were normal to the hoard and 
the intensity greatest. 

This experimental field was near the 
great aviation grounds, le Bourget 
i outskirts of Paris and from whence 
the first French Aerial Postal Service 
Plane was dispaehed i There 1 saw 
about 1,JS00 planes of scut, bomb-; 
ing and reconnaissance types. Spa. Is. 
Niuports, Breguets and the large 
English Handley-Page and Italian 
Caprono triplane were common. 

So in 1918 Paris was prepared for 
its worst attack-. Some hundred A. : 
A. cannon were placed around the city, 
and machine guns, sound apparatus, 
and search light batteries were sta- 
tioned on high buildings. Planes from I 
Bourget acte i as outside patrol, F.,r 
the protection of the people deep , 
"ahris" and refugees were built. ' 
Many private homes made use of their i 
deep wine cellars and many a doorwav 
bore a sign "A BR1 10 PLACES." 

It. was on August 15 in broad 
daylight that some 20 Hoche planes 
hove into sight. They made no at- \ 
tetnpt to bomb, but circled around 
doubtless on reconnaissance and photo- ! 
graphy. They seemed to keep out of 
range of the guns and were finally 
driven away by the French aviators 
from Bourget. This proved to be but 
a preliminary episode to the big at- 
tack a month inter. Unable to roach 
Paris in their Spring drive, the 
Rig Bertha, now being out of range, 
this was the Huns last method of 
devilishment and destruction. 

Captured German planes outlined 
their method to destroy the city - 
another H.H'hc dream! Huge in- 
cendiary bombs filled with some chemi- 
cal which would burn the hotter when 
water was poured on the fire, were to 
he dropped by the first wave, then a 
second wave of more planes were to 
drop a thousand high explosive bombs 
of smaller size upon the people and 
firemen .assembled in the streets, 
while a third wave was to complete 
the destruction, 

Not until September 1", Sunday 
night, did the Germans make their j 
attack. I was on pass in Paris, asleep 
in a hotel near the Gare de I 'Est. 
About 1.30 a. m, in the morning I 
was suddenly awakened by the shriek- 
ing of siren horns, and the loud 
jingle of bells and gongs of tire ap- 
paratus rushing through the streets. 
This was the "Alerte" signal of Paris 
to warn the populace to take shelter 
against an on-coming air raid. I 
arose dressed and stepped out upon 
the balcony from which I coul I over- 
look the city. All lights save the tiny , 
blue street lamps were extinguished 
ami the scurry and cries of hurrying 
and excited people below to reach an 
"Abri" mingled in the din In my 
hotel, all except an English aviator 
an I I had left an i though in a dan- | 
gerottS locality near a railroad station, 
remained to watch the results 

It was a beautiful moonlight night 
an ! the sky was full of star*. A score 
of giant search lichts sent their great j 
white shafts of light searching the 
heaven*.

England's dog army rendered gal- 
lant service in the war. Many a sol- 
dier owes his life to some poor, un- 
cared-for, stray dog. For nearly two 
years dogs were employed by the 
Iiritish as messengers, as sentries and 
as guards. 

Farly in 1917 a war school of in- 
struction was established by the Brit- 
ish War Office, and Lieut. Col. Rich- 
ardson, who has devoted his life to 
training dogs, was appointed com- 
mandant of the school. Game-keepers, 
hunt servants and shepherds were 
called from the Army to assist in the 
work of instruction. 

After a thorough training in Eng- 
land, the dogs were sent to France, 
and on the battlefield their skill, cour- 
age and tenacity amazed the Army. 
Often wounded in the performance of 
j their duties, they never faltered while 
! strength remained to carry on. The 
official record of their heroic work 
I tells of successful message-carrying 
; through darkness, mist, rain and shell- 
: fire over the most difficult ground. In 
a few minutes' time dogs have 
i brought messages over ground that 
t would take a soldier runner hours to 
cross. 

1 During the great German advance 
last Spring part of the British line 
in front of a fatuous French town was 
] cut off by severe enemy barrage. A 
i messenger dog was released with an 
urgent appeal fur reinforcements. It 
I ran two miles in 10 minutes. The re- 
sult was that a French Colonial Di- 
' vision was sent up and prevented a 
' disaster. The messenger was a High- 
land sheep dog

To the Editor: 

I noticed in the report of the last 
Town Meeting, as given in the STAR. 
March 7. that the question whether 
women are citizens was raise,!. The 
moderator seemed in doubt but "gave 
it as his judgment that ladies could 
he included," in the Educational Com- 
mittee under discussion. 

I fear the moderator and most of 
us are not as familiar with the Con- 
stitution of our country as we might 
be. The Fourteenth Amendment to 
that instrument, proposed by Con- 
gress, June 16, I8fiti, and declared in 
force .Inly Js, 1808 reads; "All per- 
sons born or naturalized in the 
United States, and subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of 
the United States and of the State 
wherein they reside." Could anything 
be (dearer? Nevertheless, not lore 
after, to make "assurance doubly 
sure." the Supreme Court of the 
1'nitod States handed down an ex- 
plicit deeision that women are citi- 
zens. That certainly should settle 
the matter definitely. 

The word "citizen" i^ used in con- 
nection with imposition of taxes - 
Has anyone ever heard a man in 
Winchester question whether women 
were "citizens" in this connection?

Why should Win- 
chester not take the lead in promot- 
ing a metropolitan organization, for 
which large urban areas everywhere 
are crying, that would handle scien- 
tifically those functions which belong 
neither to the suburb nor the State'.'

I am not taking into account 
any expenditure for wood in running my coal range. On the other 
hand 1 supplemented gas with a fireless cooker. 

I know I lose a fair 
amount of vitality every time I polish my kitchen stove. There 
arc always splashes of black on the kitchen wall and you use both 
temper and energy in getting them off, I clean my stove weekly 
m summer and winter and I feel that it will never repay me for 
" my loving care.

This article called for 
the disposal of Swanton street hose 
house property, a motion being intro- 
duced by the finance Committee au- 
thorizing the Selectmen to sell it. In 
speaking to the motmn Chairman 
Parsons stated that at the present 
time ti e buil lin^ was used for stor- 
age by the Fire and Sewer depart- 
ments; it was advisable to pass the 
motion, which would allow the Town 
to sell the property should an oppor- 
tune occasion arise. 

Mr. Davidson opposed the motion, 
The property should be held. It was 
a l>etter place for Storage than the 
Stone property as it was in a more 
thickly settled portion of the town 
and this would aid in preventing theft 
of mat' rial, which was likely at the 
Stone place. Being in the centre of 
a thickly Fettled centre of foreign 
population he thought the building 
might be well used for tt civic centre 
and for educational purposes; also 
for a voting precinct, soon to be 
needed if equal suffrage was grante 1. 
The receipts from ti;.' sail' of the 
property Would be small. 

Mr. Kendall of the Water and Sew- 
er board stated that the lot was 80 
x L'L'n f.et with the small frontage 
on Swanton street. It had been used 
in pan by the Sewer department for 
years, with two buildings on the rear 
portion, for storage of tools, material 
and an automobile. If the lot was 
disposed of, other space would have 
to bo provide 1 and the Stone lot did 
not seem safe, for already the harn 
on tiie property was being carried 
away an t material st''ro-| there had 
been stolen, The tax received if the 
lot was sold would amount to about 
$3. r i a year. lie favored rall:er ti e 
selling of the Water department 
property in the centre where land 
was taxed at $1 a foot. The motion 
to sell was put and lost.

In speaking Mr. Fitzgerald state! 
that the Adjutant General's orders 
should be carried out and no return- 
ing n. en be a-ked to go to the police 
station to register.

Mr. Laraway stated that the po- 
lice station was selected simply be- 
cause it was always open and atford- 
ed the men an opportunity to register 
at any time they found convenient;

but more extended biographical 
sketch pro-lu. e. I of each of the men 
who serve 1 the cause of the Union 
in the Civil War accredited to the 
Town of Winchester or who after- 
ward h.-came permanent residents of 
the Town; and likewise, also, such 
extended individual sketches of the 
Winchester men who took part in 
the Spanish-American War; that the 
above contemplated record of patri- 
otism, when prepared, be published in 
sufficient numbers so that every sol- 
dier whose name may appear therein, 
any every family in town desiring <i 
copy, may be supplied therewith,, 
without cost, and that the sunt of 
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the establishment of a Metropolitan 
lire and police district, mi" of which 
included Winchester, and one, the 
Peters bill, called for the appoint- 
ment of a governmental council with- 
out annexation. He understoo ! that 
the Peters bill would not go through 
this winter, but hearings on the mat- 
ter ha I ho, n delayc 1 tint il after 
March |(5th to give the towns affected 
opportunity to express themselves at 
their annual meeting. 

Article 1.".. The following vote 
was passed without discussion: 

Voted that the Town hereby au- 
thorize the School Committee to es- 
tablish an.! maintain State-aided Vo- 
cational Education in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 171, 
of the Acts of uni. and • f acts 
amendatory thereof, in addition 
thereto or dependent thereon. 

Article lo. The Town Voted to 

purchase of a new automobile for the 
Highway department and to trade in 
the oi l machine. 

Article 17. The sum of if '2700 was 
voted, to bo raised by revenue fur 
the completion of Westland avenue. 

Article IS. This article called for 
the appropriation of $500 to welcome 
returned soldiers, sai'ors and ethers 
in service; the motion put was for 
such appropriation. 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved to amend by 
making the sum $;! >, to be ex- 
pended by a committee of men and 
women to be appointed r.t the (pres- 
ent (meeting, and to have tne ret irn- 
ing soldiers and sailors register at 
the Town Hall instead of the police 
stat inn. 

In speaking of his amendment lie 
stated that the sum of $500 was en- 
tirely too small to give a welcome to 
over 650 men. With regard to the 
registration he read from the records 
the request of the Adjutant General 
that the Town Clerks do the regis- 
terititr. 

Chairman Parsons of the Finance 
Committee stated that the sum called 
for had been placed in the article 
simply had been placed in the article 
asked. If the Town desired more it 
was a simple matter to vote ;t. He 
reminded the meeting that tin's was 
not all the Town was doing; a com- 
mittee had been appointed to con- 
sider and carry out the erection of a 
permanent memorial and an article 
was coming up providing for the pub- 
lication of a personal history of the 
men: these two things in themselves 
appeared fully as appreciable as 
candy and a brass bund.

present conditions continue 1 he had 
faith in the ability of the police To 
care for the matter. With reo;irl to 
the water, it was known that Horn 
Pond brook and Russell's brook \< ere 
notoriously impure. The condition of 
the WSrter should be the first consid- 
eration . 

He then rea I letters from the State 
Heard of Health to the effect that the 
water contained injurious and even 
dangerous qualities and a letter from 
the local Hoard of Health stating sub- 
stantially the same opinion, so far 1 
as made from facts known and obser- 
vation, 

He then read a communication 
from the State Hoard ..f Health re 
garding the water of Mystic Lake to 
the etfect that it was mucn better 
than Wedge pond and was safe for 
bathing. Following this he produced 
a letter from the Metropolitan Park 
Commission to the effect that while 
formal action had not been taken by 
that board, it was very probable that 
if the Town would care for the super- ', 
vision and policing of Sandy Beach, 
tin- Hoard would allow bathing at 
that place where shelters were al- 
ready in existence. j 

Mr. Davidson felt that the portion 
of Wedpre pond to be used was fed - 
wholly by springs and none of the 
contaminating water entered there, 
lie also stated that he had been told 
that no effective analysis of the 
water could be taken at this time 
with the ice on the pon I. He thought 
there was no danger whatever from 
impure water and as conditions would 
be resume 1 similur to those of last 
summer, it was .advisable for the 
Town to erect the bath house. 

Mr. Laraway opposed the bath 
house. He felt it was as unsafe to 
store trinkets in as was the barn on 
the Stone property to st..re drain 
pipe. 

Mr. t larhart of I '■ e Park Board 
made an eloquent argument in favor 
of the house and cited the incident of 
tin- white dog which went into Mystic 
hake and Came out green. Dog 
owners kept their animals from the 
lake. lie felt it unwise to allow 
children to bathe in water where 
dogs were not allowed. 

His remarks were followed by ap. 
plause, but when the motion was put 
't was voted to postpone until the 
next annual meeting, a rising vote 
carrying this through lo'' to 57. 

Rep. Kneeland then offered the 
following resolution: 

Resolved: that the citizens of Win- 
chester, in town meeting assembled, 
respectfully request that the Metro- 
politan Park Commission allow bath- 
ing in the Upper Mystic Lake and 
that the use of the present bathing 
facilities upon the shores of said 
lake he granted to the inhabitants of 
said Town, and further be it resolve i 
tha* a copy of this resolution be sent, 
by the Town Clerk to the Secretary 
of said Commission.

A woman who does no', care for 
woodscraft. an 1 who has no a. .par- 
ent interest in it. is one who d»es 
not I now it. A wood- which fur- 
nishes so much plea ure and benefit 
to man, relieving his mind of the 
cares and perplexities of business 
life, can be just as beneficial to a 
woman. 

Tin- various conveniences, learv. 
and cleanliness of vour hom", the 
care and responsibilities of your 
family, and the usual li^o "f women, 
needs and shmill receive jo-* as 
much, and iust as often a change 
from home life as your father, h i-- 
1 an 1. or brother, re mires from hi- 
business life And 1 have not fatl-d 
to observe in tbo past few venrs, 
• hat women a"" fa-t finding this out. 
The camps in Maine have now during 
the summer a: many women as men. 
who there seek rest .ond recretition. 

I helieve, however, that th" natural 
love r,. r »h,. wools and wood'- life can 
be-t he promoted among th,. young- 
er neople, such as th" •> whose nhys- 
ical u: h:'t you tire guiding. It is 
said that becau«e women cannot d ■ 
at once well, what men do easily, she

There i- no form of recreation

tramping own in our local wood.-, the 
trail is not altogether smooth or easy* 
l et our first lesson then be on tha 
foot. 1;' 1 were going on a tramp 
tomorrow, I would bathe my feet in 
a strong solution of salt and warm 
water. It ton; hens the skm and will 
make the walk easier You should 
if possible, wear woolen stockings; 
any soldier boy will be triad to indorse 
t'tii- statement. A little Talcum pow- 
der shaken inside of them will keep 
the feet dry from perspiration. 
Woolen stockings, every time a step 
is taken, act as a bellows, and that 
provides ventilation which i> neces- 
sary. Cotton stockings are not suit- 
able to tramp in, they absorb per-j i- 

ration, and when damp or wet feel ex- 
tremely uncomfortatile, anl .! • not 
provide prone;- ventilation. Cotton 
stockings also allow sand and very 
small pebbles to conic too closely 'in 
contact with th,-' foot, thus causing 
water blisters. 1 have never known a 
water blister to be caused by wear- 
ing woolen stockings. 

Wo cantvol always choose the kind 
of a shoe which is best for walking, 
but a low moccasin or shoe pack, so 
called by Indian-, is far better than 
any other for summer travel. Tho 
foot is properly ventilated, and i; has 
a low flat heel which helps to pi-event 
stumbling. If in walking, you ever 
find one foot to be mote uncomfort- 
able than the other, call a halt and 
change your stocking, one foot to 
the other, and observe the relief. 

When starting on a walk them 
are a few special thine- which 't is 
well to throw in your knnpsack; a 
pocket knife as a genernl nnd often- 
time necessary article; a ti h Horn, 
should i tic of the party strn> away 
can easily be located bv its call. (The 
human voice even thou.-)-, exerted can 
carrv but a short distance in tho 
woods, while a horn can be heard 
for a mile. I Al- ' a small onion, a 
prune, or a ■ mall pebble, as thin t 
■ uenehers. Tramping in the woods 
- nates thirst, not thirst as coming 
from th" stomach such as we usually 
have but one caused by inhaling tin' 
fresh dry air. Should drinking 
v iter tio» \ )C .,t hand, a small thin 
lie of the onion placed inside the 
mouth will enable you to walk for 
hours without desire for water. Tho 
otii in will also prevent the bus from 
cr.e ' iiii'. The prune or pebble will

Mr. Contest Manager: — 
Hear Sir: — 

I wish to submit my reasons for prefering gas a.- an all the 
year fuel for cooking and water heating in the hope that I may 
exchange my combination range fur the gas range you s.. gener- 
ously offer the successful contestant, 

Gas appeals to me from the standpoint of economy, of clean- 
liness, of ease and definitness of operation and of heine; immedi- 
ately available. From an aesthetic standpoint too. gas makes 
a strong appeal. Let me explain the aesthetic appeal. 

The kitchen should be an efficient laboratory and not a social 
centre such as i- too often the case where a coal range is used. 
Many families invest quite heavily in living-room furnishings and 
use the living room only on rare occasions. Members of the fam- 
ily have habituated themselves to a temperature well above 72' 
and are uncomfortable in a more temperate 1 — healthy atmosphere. 
An all gas kitchen would most certainly change the social centre 
from the kitchen to the living-room and would help the family 
realize on its investment. I am for kitchen efficiency and against 
kitchen sociability. 

Statistics may be all things to all men and statisticians 
frankly say. "Tell me what you want to prove and I'll furni-h the 
proof." For my own satisfactoin, though, I have tried to get 
comparative costs of coal and gas and have reached some conclu- 
sions. Range coal cost me twelve and a half cents a day and the 
gas for a period of a month cost fifty cents, making a total of 
$4.25 for coal and gas in one winter month. My largest summer 
month using gas exclusively for laundry, for baths and for cook- 
ing was S^l.To. The reading of the month before was put down at 
•ivTT and I concluded that some of the *4.7.i could fairly go over 
to the previous month. 

The average cost for gas wa- *J.<'u for the month- and we 
were home all summer. 1 did enough canning for a family of 
three for a period of six month-. 1 am trnt taking into account 
any expenditure for wood in running my coal range. i'u the other 
hand 1 supplemented gas with a tireless cooker. 

Are you interested in vita) statistics'.' I know 1 lose a fair 
amount of vitality every time I polish my kitchen stove. There 
are always splashes of black on the kitchen wall and you use both 
temper and energy in getting them off. I clean my stove weekly 
in summer and winter and I feel that it will never repay me for 
all my loving care. So many women blithely pas- on this dirty, 
disagreeable job to the laundress or to friend husband that they 
don't half appreciate the hatefulness of this task. 

Then, too, ashes and coal dust traced through pantry and 
dining room and into the living-room entailing an endless round 
of dusting Indeed the pantry shelves seem to have a perennial 
film of dust and mahogany furniture simply say-. "Clear the 
decks and we'll gather more dust." A closed pantry door might 
help some, but with the tire at all active, the kitchen would get in- 
sufferably warm. 

The utensil., are cleaner or more easily cleaned when used 
over gas than over a reasonably well-blackened stosc. 

Gas is especially easy to control and by intelligent observa- 
tion you will get uniform results. An acquaintance of mine thrusts 
a cake into the oven and challenges it to do its "burndest" and 
the cake accommodates itself to her moor and comes into view a 
well-blackened sheet. All the blame N placed on the gas oven 
and she invites evreyone to view the remains. She only occasion- 
ally uses the gas range, but she lauds the coal range everlastingly. 
1 am tempted to go by opposites when she praises anything. 

(las won't do it all but it is an efficient co-worker, It seems 
impossible to advertise a vacuum cleaner or a washing machine 
in a maurazme of todav, unless the lady of the house is permitted 
to wear a georgette gown and high heel shoes. Neither she nor 
the machine she casually uses will work unless this setting is 
provided. A gas stove stands shoulder to shoulder with the women 
m gingham gowns and sturdily shares the work. Your mind and 
the gas stove mechanics together will accomplish much but no 
honest gas stove will thrust you out to the movies and play suc- 
cessful .solitaire. 

You must use your coal range at specified time- for baking but 
the gas i s immediately available. 1 have been delayed repeatedly 
in the past year in waiting for bread to rise and although I have 
bail a coal fire I have used the gas range rather than he obliged 
;,, shake down and practically rebuild the lire. It is always 
necessary to do this for afternoon cooking. 

I have also bad to use the water heater for baths and laundry 
purposes to heat the faintly tepid product of the coal range. I'm 
a bitter partisan. 

Let me tell mv experiences in tryinr to rent an apartment 
which was idle for six months, mainly. I think because there was 
the good old coal stove asking for perpetual care. Those who 
would put up with the coal range had very young children or 
verv old members in the family and they needed extra warmth. 
Even some of these confessed that their preference would be 
temporary and that they would move into a n all gas gitchen when 
it was expedient. Buyers and builders of real-estate may he 
helped by my experiences. 

So many people have complained of high gas hills to me that 
I am' often tempted to seek the reason. 1 often find an abuse of 
the hot water privilege. Then too. the recent and the frequent 
bills will make occasion for twelve distinct complaints aga.n-t 
pas to only one against the coal hill. I he btg shock of a yearly 
coal bill is often forgotten but the twelve minor shocks of gas 
bills boom large because they arc immediate.

The voters of Wakefield decided to 
continue the town form of govern- 
ment and rejected the plan of a city '■ 
charter at a meeting in Town Hall ; 
Tuesday night, and incidentally es- 
tablished a record of completing the 
annual appropriation and transact- 
ing all the business on the warrant 
at two session. At the state election] 
last fall the citizens favored a city) 
charter, 84f> to R07, when the question 
was submitted on a referendum, but 
it was stated that the wording of the 
question did not commit the town and 
■was only an expression of sentiment. 
When the question came up tin- week 
it was estimated that less than a 
dozen fas ore! the change. 

The tunnelling of Bear Hill in 
Stonehani is offered as the solution 
of the Reading sewer problem that 
has excited the town for several 
month- past. Reading was threat- 
ened with complete isolation from 
the Metropolitan sewer district af- 
ter much money had hern spent on 
the preliminary work within the 
town limits. A bill just reported in 
the Legislature provides for a sys- 
tem that will connect with the Stone- 
ham end of the -ewer system. Some 
time Bear Hill will be tunnelled but 
ununtil this is done the sewage will 
be carried over the hill by moans of 
a pumping station on the Reading 
siile to carry it over tho grade. The 
job will cost $100,000. 

The exctitive hoard of the Boston 
Central Labor Union, at a recent 
meeting, appointed a eommitt.ee to 
take up the question of "movie ad- 
vertisement," m the public schools 
with members of the school commit- 
tee. It was reported to the board 
that since one firm with a nation- 
wide reputation, was permitted to 
advertise its commodities in the 
schools by tilm plates, others are now 
applying for the same privilege. 
President M. .1 O'Donnell and other 
members o ft be hoard question the 
right of the school authorities to 
grant such permission and are doubt- 
ful as to the instructive merits ,,f 
these films.

After training 
at the Harvard R. O, T. C , he en 
tered the second Plattsburg Camp, 
where he received his commission. In 
January 1918 he went to France, 
spent one month in tin officer's train- 
ing camp, two weeks in a French sec- 
tor for observation and was then a s- 
signed to the 23vd Infantry of the 
Second Division. He was severely 
wounded at Chateau Thierry and re- 
turned t,. the front just before the 
beginning of the Argonne drive. ID- 
saw almost continuous fiehtincr from 
the March offensive of th« Germans 
until his death, October R, 1918, In 
the engagement in which lie met his 
death his entire platoon was wiped 
out, with the exception of thirteen 
men and a second lieutenant. 

Lieut. Brown had been a resi- 
dent of Winchester for the past enrht 
years, during which time he made his 
horn,- with Mr and Mrs. Schtivler V 
Herron at 2 Rangelev. In a letter to 
Mrs Herron a fellow-officer savs: 
"His simple, kindly manner won the 
love of his fellow-officers and men. 
And his cheerful bearing and courage 
were an inspiration to his associates."

The stereopticon texture by the Arc- 
tic explorer, I>una!d B. MacMillan 
was most interesting and instructive. 
Mr. MacMillan took his audience on 
a long trip to the most northern part 
of the globe. Here he showed them 
by pictures and graphic- descriptions, 
huge icebergs, slow moving glaziers, 
vast expanses of unbroken ice and 
snow and beautiful fields of flowers 
which spring up everywhere, when 
the long hours of summer sunshine 
elear the cliffs df all signs of winter. 
In this strangely beautiful country, 
he introduced his hearers to the most 
northern people in the world, who 
number about two hundred and sixty 
persons, and who until they were dis- 
covered, believed themselves the only- 
inhabitants of the globe. These 
strong, sturdy, intelligent people, liv- 
ing in homes fashioned from stones in 
the side of a cliff, and buried during 
the winter under huge drifts of snow, 
lead a most primative existence. 

In this Arctic journey, the audi- 
ence traveled many miles behind the 
teams of sturdy Eskimo dogs; they 
saw animals from both land and sea 
and witnessed dangerous battles be- 
tween them and their hunters. Great 
flocks of birds came to nest along the 
cliffs and the women captured them 
in nets to gain clothing from their 
skins and food from their flesh. 

In closing his lecture, Mr. Mac- 
Millan told of the regret with which 
he left his friends among the natives 
and among the faithful, affectionate 
dogs of his team. Three of these he 
brought with him to this country and 
they may be seen at Franklin Park. 

On Monday, April 7th, at three 
o'clock, at a meeting in the High 
School Assembly Hall.

K. Hilton, president of the Providence 
Housewives' League, will tell about 
an experiment heuuf tried in Provi- 
dence to put work in the home on a 
business basis.

Pres. Rdward Hamlin of tic Metro- 
politan Coal Company, tile largest re- 
tail coal concern in New l\n.rland and 
tlie third largest in America, warns 
the people of New England that orders 
for coal for next winter should be 
placed at once to relieve congestion, 
which otherwise seems inevitable 
later. 

"It seen,:, a pity," says Mr Ham- 
lin, "that our people do not take the 
lessons they learn at such bitter cost 
to themselves more deeply to heart. 
The life of the coal merchant f.«r the 
last three years has been anything 
hut a lie I of rose;, and despite our 
desire to lend the public every ai l 
in our power, they do not seem to take 
j heed of the facts. 

"In the antraeite regions of Penn- 
sylvania the colleries are working at 
most only three days a week and a 
I number are entirely shut down. The 
I public can little understand what this 
means until they realize that the mines 
must be constantly pumped out to 
prevent flooding and it is an astound- 
| ing fact thai for every ton of coal 
; taken out of a mine, tons of water 
are pumped out at a great cost. 
I "The mine owner is in the unenvi- 
able position of ^having to decide 
whether he will spen I From $10 000 to 
$20,000 ;i month to keep his property 
pumped out. allow it to flood an I take 
six months to pump it out when the 
time comes again to operate. The 
oroduction of coal from the mines, of 
course can be speeded up later, but 
that dees not simply barges and coal- 
carrying ears to bring stocks East. 

"With railroads under Government 
control today they are running under 
a new ownership and a cl ange in 
management of any large institution 
has to grope around more or less in 
the dark to find itself and to adjust 
the workings. 

"This is jus' ti e situation that will 
confront our Government when the 
hurry-up call comes to aid in the quick 
transportation of coal. This means a 
congestion to a certainty on all-rail 
shipments and even the transporta- 
tion of coal to tida water where it may 
be placed on barges, even if they are 
available, is apt to be greatly cur- 
tailed during this car shortage. 

"My company has no desire to sell 
large quantities of coal at present 
prices, but it is a fact thai the public 
seriously misunderstands the situa- 
tion that today is as crucial a one as 
ever known in the history of the fuel 
industry in America. I am loath to 
try 'wolf.' but tlie facts arc so plain 
they cannot be dispute!. 

" \ ton of coal today to produce 
costs 12 percent more than it did in 
1013, and this does not take into ac- 
count the tremendously increased 
transportation charges, or the labor 
cost increase in retail handling. 

"The Government, realising the 
situation is asking the people to place 
their orders for coal at once, and 1 
would certainly be doing the Greater 
Bost >n public an iltjtfstii e if I di I not 
give them the advicaof my associates 
and myself on the situation."

I prefer gas exclusively as a year round fuel because 1 have 
proved that the problem of running a family, as many of us are 
now obliged to do without a maid, is made easy because of the 
saving in time and strength, not to mention money, in using gas 
instead of coal. Of course there is no question of the advantage 
of gas appliances in the summer but if properly managed the 
same can be said of their use in Winter. Since a "gas heater was 
installed nearly a year ago I have not once used my coal range 
although my kitchen is not otherwise heated. Any practical per- 
son will realize what this means in work saving. 

In cold weather when I come down in the morning, in a rush, 
of course, I light all the burners of the gas range and also the 
gas heater. In one minute water from the heater runs warm 
and in five minutes the kitchen is warm and water is flowing hot 
in the bath room for the family use, while breakfast is prepared 
in incredibly short time on the range, the burners being turne I 
off and on as needed. There are no trips to the cellar for fuel 
and no ashes to take care of. This last means a money saving 
where a man is hired to carry out ashes by the barrel. On wash 
day there is no hurrying up in the morning to urge on the coal 
fire, just touch a match to the heater and your kitchen will rejoice 
in water hotter than ever came from a kitchen range. 

When through with the kitchen duties there is no further care 
until time to light up again for the next seance, and if one is 
going out there is a very comfortable feeling that there is no 
tire in the house short of the furnace in winter and none at all in 
summer, a condition especially desirable where there are children. 

So far I have explained my preference for gas on the basis 
of Using no coal at all in the kitchen, this applying to the old 
fashioned kitchen without other heat, but before I banished 
coal altogether 1 found it much more economical and time saving 
for any sort of quick cooking to use the gas range rather than to 
bring up tiie coal lire for any short Job. 

As to expense the gas bill may seem some what high each 
month on the face of it, but in winter Using gas for both kitchen 
heat and cooking, the expense per month has been about that of 
a half ton of coal which is a decided money saving; while in 
summer the amount is considerably less. 

Altogether my family is enthusiastic on the subject of >ras 
appliances, since they can now have any amount of hot water 
for any purpose at a few moments notice, and as for me I am 
wondering what do to with a bin full of kitchen coal laid in before 
being sure of the success of my experiment.

In May came the $100,000,000 drive 
ail ever the country. Mr. Carl F. 
Woods was the chairman of the local 
committee, anil too much credit can- 
not be given him and hi- committee 
for the tine work that raised in the 
vicinity of $35,000 in this town. A 
small number took part in the parade 
held in Boston which opened this 
drive. 

In June the branch took one of the 
evenings when "Fmpev Over the 
Top" was given at tnc Recent Thea- 
tre. Arlington ami $59.02 was realized. 

On the Fourth of July, owintr to the 
strenuous efforts of Mrs. Clarence 
Ordway and her committee, the 
branch furnished a most interesting 
section in the parade in town with 
marchers and floats. 

During the spring of 1918, the head- 
quarters were open Monday to Fri- 
day, U» to 4.

During the summer the*rooms 
were open Monday evening, Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday mornings 
for surgical dressings, and the sewing 
was in the I'ari-h House of the Epis- 
copal Church, all day Monday. 

In the fall the other surgical dres- 
sings units in town, the Calumet. Mr-. 
Abbotts', and Mysticbank, decided to 
unite under the Red Cross, bringing 
ever their equipment and funds, thus 
adding a considerable sum to our 
treasury, the Calumet giving $956.70; 
the Mysticbank i?l":::».lT; Mrs. Ab- 
botts' *27i;.:;7. 

Because of this increased number 
of workers, it was necessary to have 
more room. The Calumet Club of- 
fered the branch the second floor of 
the club house, which generous offer 
was accepted, and till the surgical 
dressings department moved there 
from !• M*. Vernon street. The Sew- 
ing having increased, the present 
headquarters were given to that and 
the wool department. 

During the epidemic in September 
and October, all work was seriouslv 
interrupted, but 500 masks were mad ' 
in private homes and many helped at 
Boston headquarters, while the knit - 
tine was allowed to continue.

The following account clipped from 
the Bulletin Tacony, N. Y , contains 
an interesting account of two army 
aviators, one of whom was Lieut. 
Herbert Metcalf, son of Rev. Joel 
11. Metcalf. of this town, landing in a 
back yard of that city in a driving 
snow storm: 

"The two army aviators who were 
force I to land in a back y ard in Ta- 
cony late yesterday because of the 
snow storm tuned their plane up early 
today and flew to the air mail field at 
Bustleton. 

The aviators narrowly escaped col- 
lisions with factory smokestacks late 
yesterday afternoon after they got 
lost in the snow storm. They were 
steering for the air mail field at Bus- 
tleton by compass. 

Over Tacony tie machine got so 
strained from the wind that the pilot. 
Lieutenant Clarence A. Smith, de- 
cided to land in the first fiel I that 
looked tit At Tulip and Robin streets, 
he circled to make a landing, 
circled to make a landing. 

In the driving snow he failed to see 
the smokestacks of the Lardner's 
looked tit. At Tulip and Robin streets. 
Point pumping station and skimmed 
between them almost bv a ban's 
breadth. 

The plane was only slightly dam- 
aged in the landing, and it came to a 
stop in the back yard of R, M Parker, 
'loll Tulip street. Lieutenant Smith 
said tins morning the only damage he 
could find was a strained wind si. id. 
He repaired this in a few minutes and 
left the ground at 1''. 10 o'clock. 

"We certainly had some narr >w es- 
capes," said Lieutenant Smith today. 
"It was almost impossible to rise in 
the heavy storm an I we could not see 
the smokestacks and high buildings 
until very near to them. I!"th of us 
consider it almost a miracle that we 
were able to make t! e landing with- 
out hurt to ourselves or th,- plane." 

Lieutenant Smith was accompanied 
by Lieutenant Herbert ,1 Metcalf, a 
radio officer of the Signal Corns. They 
started from Bowling Field, Washing- 
ton, for the airplane exhibition in New 
York on Thursday, with three other 
planes. Their macl ine developed 
•rouble and they made a landing a 
short distance from Washington. The 
other three planes went on to New 
York. 

By the time Smith an 1 Metcalf made 
repairs to the machine and reached 
Philadelphia, it was growing dark, so 
thev made a landing at the mail held 
at Bustleton Yesterday they started 
for New York again, but found a 
lie.,' v head wind against them and do- 
cided to return to Washington.
